ORDER 


At present the State Government Officers deputed for higher studies in 
terms of G.O. (P ) No. 303 /70 /Fiu . dated 2-5-1970 are allowed a maximum 
of Rs. 200 for the preparation of thesis. Government have examined the 
question of rein bursement of the actual expenditure incurred on the 
preparation ofthesis by Government officers deputed for Ph.D. Course, with 
reference to representations received in the matter, and they are pleased to 
adopt the principle that where the Governo.ent accept the necessity or 
usefulness of a Doctorate , the successful officer concerned will be granted 
half the cost incurred by him in connection with the preparation of the 
thesis subject to a maximum limit of Rs. 1500 (Rupees one thousand and 
five hundred only), the amount being reimbursed to him on production of 
Vouchers of expenditure . The paymentwill be subject to the condition that 
the officer concerned should not have received monetary assistance such as 
fellowship or scholarship or grant etc., from any other source for the 
preparation of the thesis. 

The above orders will apply to both All India and State Service 
Officers .

collected shall be made. 
2. Search for the documents , etc. , and grant of copies.-- A search shall be 
made for the documents applied for in the English Records, Trivandrum , 
Central Records, Trivandrum , or the Central Records, Ernakulam as the 
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case may be. If it is not found , a certificate to that effect should be 
furnished to the applicant. If the document is found , the applicant will not 
automatically be entitled to a copy or extract. Government will decide in 
each case whether or not copies of the document can be granted and this 
will depend on the contents of the document itself, the general principle 
being that no copy will be granted ofany document, official or demi-official, 
which is either of a confidential character or, in the opinion of Government 
of a nature which renders the grant of a copy injurious to the public 
interests . If Government decide not to grant copies, the applicant will be 
informed accordingly. If, however, they decide to grant the copies and they 
are available in print they will be supplied on the piy.nent of the cost of 
printing them , the amount being ascertained from the Superintendent, 
Government Presses. When copies are not available in print, the applicant 
will be asked to send the requisite number of copy -stamp papers and /or court-. 
fee stamps and/or cash , on the scale indicated below : 

(a ) Where thedocuments are such as could be cop ed on copy- stanıp 
papers, 

both side of the copy-stamp paper should be used for typing or 
writing . A maximum of 175 words should be written or typed on the first 
embossed gage ofthe copy-stamp paper. The copying fee for tuis page will 
be forty seven paise. By suitable ruling a maximum of 30 lines should be 
written or typed on the reverse side of the copy-stamp paper and a 
maximum of 20 words should be written or typed on that page at the rate 
of 8 words for each line. The copying fee to be charged for the reverse side 
will be as follows:

When the reverse side of the copy -stamp paper is used , adhesive court 
fee labels of the value of forty -seven or sixty -six paise, as the case may be, 
should be affixed at the top right hand corner of that side and space should 
be left at the top left hand corner for the endorsement of the copyist. (For 
facility of calculation 24 lines should be take 1 to be equivalent to one page 
and , in the case of figures, 5 and 35 figures respectively should be taken to 
be equivalent to one wo d and one line.) 

(b ) In the case of statements or extracts from registers which are too 
large to be copied on two connected sheets of copy- stamp paper, a fee of 
forty seven paise in court-fee stamps for every 175 words or fraction thereof.

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-AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the management of the New Kerala 
Bus Transport, Cannanore, hereinafter called , the management , and the 
Malabar Motor Transport Employees Union Cannanore , the union , for 
short, has been referred by Government for adjudication to this court 
under section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 by order 
G. O. (Rt.) No. 162/68/LSWD dated 26-1-1969 : The issue referred for 
adjudication is: 

“ Dismissal of Shri K. Kunhikannan , Fitter from 10-2-1968 and 
Shri V. Jayanandan , Conductor from 1-6-1968” . 

2. The dispute between the management and Shri Jayanandan 
reported to have been settled out of court and hence it does not survive for 
adjudication . This court is now seized of only the dispute concerning the 
dismissal of Sluri Kunhikannan . 

3. The case of the union is briefly as follows:-ShriKunhikannan 
began his service in 1942 with the N. S. Motor Service from which the New 
Kerala Bus Transport originated . Shri Kunhikannan continued his service 
under the new management. 

On 25-1-1968 he received a communication 
from the management directing him to do the work of engine setting. He 
replied to it on 29-1-1968 stating that he was inexperienced in the work and 
so he may not be transferred to that section . Nevertheless, he received 
another communication from the management on 30-1-1968 repeating the 
demand and stating that the management was in possession of ample 
evidence of his knowledge in the work of engine setting . He replied to this 
letter in the same way as he had replied to the first letter . But on 3-2-1968 
a notice was served on him to show cause why he should not be dismissed 
from service for wilfully disobeying the reasonable ordersof the management. 
He had to submit his written explanation on or before 5 p . m . on 6-2-1968. 
He was also directed to appear at 5 p . m . on that day before a committee 
constituted for enquiry against him with all evidence in his possession . He 
appeared for the enquiry as directed . An enquiry then followed in which 
the principles of natural justice were grossly violated . The inquiry officer 
acted as a prosecutor and started cross examining the workman at the 
commencement of the inquiry. On the basis of the report of the enquiry 
officer the workman was dismissed from service. The findings of the enquiry 
officer were perverse. The workman was not given any opportunity to 
adduce evidence , nor wasche allowed to cross examine the solitary witness 
examined for the management. Some time before he was directed to do the 
work of engine setting, the management asked him to work for another 
motor service which he refused. This was the precursor of the faked charge 
culminating in his dismissal. In any event, 

the 

dismissal of 
Shri Kunhikannan cannot be supported and has to be quashed . The union 
therefore prays that an award be passed directing his reinstatement with 
back wages and continuity of service. 

4. Themanagement has filed two written statements, one supplement 
ing the other. Their contentions are briefly these:-Since the nature of the 
reference has changed by reason of the dispute concerning Shri Jayanandan 
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being not pressed by the union , this court has no jurisdiction to decide the 
dispute as it now stands unless a fresh reference is made by the Government. 
The union is not competent to espouse the cause of Shri Kunhikannan 
who has never been a member thereof. Shri Kunhikannan was dismissed 
from service for wilful disobedience of the lawful orders of the management 
after a properly conducted domestic enquiry in which he fully participated . 
He was given reasonable opportunity to adduce defnce evidence and to cross 
examine the management s witness. It was not correct that he was 
unfamiliar with the work of engine setting . The enquiry did not in any 
way violated the principles of natural justice as alleged . The findings 
arrived at were based on the evidence recorded at the enquiry and they 
cannotbe characterised as perverse or baseless. The management, therefore , 
prays that an award be passed upholding their action in dismissing the 
workman from service. 

5. The union has filed two rejoinders in answer to the two written 
statements filed by the management. They repudiate all the contentions 
of the management while reiterating the claim for reinstatement of the 
workman . 

6. The dispute involved in this case arose before section 11 A was 
incorporated in the Industrial Disputes Act. Therefore , this dispute has to be 
decided with reference to the law as it stood before section 11 A was 
introduced into the said Act . All the decisions of the Supreme Court a c 
unanimous that the jurisdiction of the tribunal adjudicating upon the 
disciplinary action of discharge or dismissal taken by the employer against 
a delinquent workman for misconduct was not of appellate nature . The 
leading case on this point is Indian Iron and Steel Co. Ltd. v Their 
workmen (1958 ILLJ 260). In that case the Supreme Court defined the 
periphery of the jurisdiction of the tribunal while dealing with the disputes 
relating to discharge or dismissal cases. The nature and scope of this 
jurisdiction wasmerely of a supervisory nature, to see whether the enquiry was 
fair or proper. For this purpose, the adjudicator could only examine 
(1) whether there was want of good faith , (2 ) victimisation or unfair labour 
practice on the part of the employer (3 ) whether the managemeat was 
guilty of a basic error or violation of the principles of natural justice or 
(4) whether the findings of the enquiry officer were completely baseless or 
perverse. If the enquiry does?not suffer from any of these infirmities the 
tribunal has no jurisdiction to go into the merits of the case . On the other 
hand , when the enquiry is found to be vitiated , or there has not been 
enquiry at all , the employer can justify his action by adducing evidence in 
which case the whole question is open before the court which can come to 
its own conclusion on the evidence adduced before it. (See State Bank of 
of India v R. K. Jain ( 1971) II LLJ 599) . 

7. The whole record of the enquiry proceedings is before court. On 
going through them it cannot by said that there was a proper enquiry against 
the workman . The enquiry officer was guilty of a basic error in that he 
cross-examined the delinquent workman in detail before the enquiry was 
started . This practice has been condemned by the Supreme Court. In the 
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case reported in (1963) II, LLJ 396 , the Supreme Court hasemphasised that 
in domestic enquiries the employer should take steps first to lead evidence; 
the workman should then be given the opportunity to test the veracity of the 
evidence by cross-examination and then the workman should be asked to 
explain the circumstances appearing against him in the evidence. The 
Supreme Court further observed in that case ; " It seems to us that it is not 
fair in domestic enquiries against industrial employees that at the very 
commencement of the enquiry the employee should be closely cross-examined 
even before any other evidence is led against him ". In this respect the 
enquiry against the workman was vitiated . 

8. The enquiry recordsmust show that the delinquent workman was 
given an opportunity to cross-cxamine the witnesses who gave evidence 
against him . In this case a statement was recorded from the foreman of the 
management to the effect that Shri Kunhikannan used to set engines and 
such engines worked properly . The statement. was followed by a few 

leading questions put to the foreman , by the enquiry officer. The records 
• do not show that Kunhikannan was asked to cross -examine the foreman , or 

Ite refused to avail himself of that right. The fact remains that the foreman 
was not cross-examined by the accused workman . This is the only evidence 
on which he was found guilty of wilful disobediance to the lawful orders of 
the management. Needless to say , the finding was perverse . 

9. The enquiry records do not also show that Shri Kunhikannan was 
given an opportunity to adduce evidence in support of his defence . The 
enquiry closed with the statement of the foreman and two days hence the 
dismissal order was passed . This is a case where there was sufficient 
scope for giving defence evidence. That opportunity was denied to the 
workman . 

10. Though the enquiry is vitiated , it is still open to the management 
to justify on facts that the order passed by them was proper. Since the 
management relies not only on the validity of the domestic enquiry but has 
also adduced evidence before this court justifying their action it is open to 
this Court to accept the evidence adduced by the management and hold in 
their favour even if the finding is against the management regarding the 
validity of the domestic enquiry . It is the undoubted right of the manage 
ment to sustain its order by adducing also independent evidence before the 
tribunal. (See the State Bank of India V R.K. Jain ibid ). 

11. In the light of the law stated above the evidence adduced by the 
management may be scrutinised . Two witnesses have been examined by the 
management to prove that Shri Kunhikannan was fully conversant with the 
work of engine setting.. MWI was the foreman who gave evidence for the 
management at the enquiry . He was the immediate superior of the workman 
and hence he must be presumed to know the capacity and skill of the 
workman and his knowledge and suitability for setting diesel engines. His 
evidence has therefore to be given some weight. MW2 worked under 
Shri Kunhikannan for a time. Heswears that he studied engine setting under 
Shri Kunhikannan . There is no reason to disbelieve him . The testimony of 
these witnesses has to be read with the lengthy statement given by 
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Shri Kunhikannan at the enquiry . In that statement he categorically admits 
that he knows engine setting and that he has set several engines. There was 
a reason for his declining to take up the work of engine setting when ordered 
by the management to do so . It was not by reason of his ignorance of 
engine setting that he refused to take up the work when directed by the 
management; it was a prestige issue that prompted him to defy the manage 
ment. Once he set an engine, but sound was heard from inside the engine 
after a few days. This was ascribed to defective setting of the engine by 
him , and the engineer and foreman expressed their opinion in that way . 
Shri Kunhikannan took this to his heart. On another occasion when an 
engine developed trouble he pointed out the defect and suggested the remedy . 
But the engineer was of a different mind. He not only did not pay any 
heed to the suggestion of Kunhikannan but directed the engine to be 
dismantled .. Kunhikannan was hurt and felt humiliated . Probably he 
then swore that he would never again undertake to set engines. Two 
witnesses examined by the workman , no doubt, swear that Shri Kunhikannan 
does not know the work of engine setting; but their testimony has lost much 
of its sting in the context of the statement made by the workman in the 
enquiry . Shri Kunhikannan had more than 20 years of service under the 
management. It is difficult to see that they have not properly assessed the 
capacity of a workman who has put in such a length of service under them . 
It is also difficult to believe that they would direct him to do a particular job 
unless they were fully aware of his suitability for the same. They would be . 
the ultimate losers if a person of only superficial knowledge is deputed to do 
such delicate work as engine setting. I have therefore no doubt in my mind 
about the suitability of Kunhikannan for the wo k assigned to him by the 
management and that his refusal to undertake the same on the pretext of 
ignorance was a ruse to avoid the work for reasons best known to himself. 
His refusal to take up the work when ordered by the management to do so 
clearly amounts to wilful disobedience to their lawful orders. Such an 
attitude of defiance on the part of the workman merits deterent punishment . 

12. It is , however, contended on behalf of the workman that he being 
a fitter was not expected to do the work engine setting which appertains 
the realm of the specialised job of a mechanic, and so his refusal to do the 
work would not amount to disobedience of the reasonable orders of the 
management. The implication of this argument is that the direction of the 
manage ent to a fitter to work as a mechanic is unreasonable and hence 
such direction can be legitimately ignored or flouted with impunity. The 
argument appears a little wide of the mark . A mechanic is one who 
Works on mechines. By that definition a fitter is also a mechanic. So long 
as the work of a fitter is not precisely defined it is perfectly within the right 
of the management to direct him , to do any work on the mechines. The 
managementwas therefore within its right to order Shri Kunh kannan to do 
the work of engine setting , and his refusal to obey the direction amounts to 
misconduct. 

13. It is the management s discretionary right to prescribe the 
punishment for misconduct proved against a workman . The court seldom

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interferes with such discretion unless the punishment meted out to the 
employee is shockingly , severe and quite isproportionate to the gravity or 
the misconduct proved against him . 

In this case twice the mangement 
ordered him to do the work of engine setting, but he refused with ut any 
lawful excuse . The necessity for an engine setter was, keenly felt by the 
management and thatwas the reason why he was directed to do that work. 
The managementhad to appoint a fresh hand for the work when Kunhikannan 
refused to take it up . In the circumstances, if the management thought it 
proper to dismiss hin it is not for this court to say that the discretion was 
wrong y exercised . I find that Shri Kunhikannan was rightly dismissed 
from service. 
.. 14. In the result, an award is passed upholding the action of the 
management in dismissing Shri Kunhikannan from their service. The award 
shall come into force on the expiry of 30 days from the date of its publication 
in the Government Gazette .

AWARD 


This industrial dispute between the management of the Periavurrai 
Estate hereinafter referred to as the management, and the General 
Secretary, Devicolam Peermade Supervisors Association , the union , for 
short, has been referred by Government under section 10 (1) (c) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 for adjudication to this Court by, order 
G. O. Rt. 1040 /69/ LSWD dated 23-5-1969. The issue referred for decision 
is non employment of supervisors Sarvashree Shingaravel and Arumukhom , 
Periavurrai Estate , Munnar. P. O.” 

2. According to the union which espoused the cause of the 
supervisors, Sarvashree Singaravel and Arumugam were retired by the 
management before they attained the superannuation age of 58 years . As 
per an agreement between the management and the union the names of 
supervisors have to be selected by the union for retirement benefits. As 
the concerned supervisors had never asked for retirement benefits and 
have not attained the age of superannuation , their premature retirement 
by themanagement was illegal. The union therefore prays that they be 
reinstated in service with back wages. 

3. During the pendency of the dispute Shri Singaravel entered into an 
agreement with the management under which he received Rs. 1040.72 
from the management as retiral gratuity and unclaimed wages and retired. 
fron service. The agreement has been filed in Court . Therefore the 
dispute between him and the management has come to an end and does 
not survive for adjudication . 

4. As regards the contentions of Shri Arumugam the management 
states as follows. As per an industry wide conciliation settlement dated 
20-9-1962 workmen in plantations are to retire from service on the ir 

attaining 58 years of age. Shri Arumugam attained the age of 58 years on 
· 1-5-1968 according to the declaration made by him in the nominat on 
submitted under the Employees Provident Funds Act wherein his age was 
slown as 47 years on 1-5-1957. Taking this as his correct age the 
management by letters requested him to retire from service . As he showed 
no inclination to retire, the management took the steps of retiring him 
Grom :ervice with effect from 16-10-1968. The management acted within 
their right in terminating his services as aforesaid . Since he was 
retired after completing the age of 58 years the question of his reinstate, 
ment does not arise. The management, therefore, prays that an award 
be passed upholding their contentions and rejecting the claim of the union 
for reinstatement of Shri Arumugon . 

5. The union has not appeared to prosecute the dispute after the filing 
of the claim statement. The initial burden is on the union to prove that 
Shri. rumugom has not attained 58 years of age when he was retired from 
errvice.. No evidence has been adduced on that point. It is significant to 
Lote that the union has not given the correct age of ShriArumugor if he 
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was retired , as they claim , prematurely. The union onight to have stated 
in their claim s.atement the correct date of birtn of Arumugom with a view 
to show that he was prematurely resired . The union s silence on that 
point can only be viewed 25 want of good faith. Themanagement acted 
upon the workman s own declaraion regarding his age. The age declared 
by him is not shown to have been given under a istake . I am therefore 
inclined to take the view that the management as rigbz in retiring him 
from service on the basis of the date 

of bitta 

furnished by him in the 
declaration . It follows that Shri Arumugom is not entitled to be reinstated 
either with or without back wages. 

In the result an award is passed as indicated above. It shall be 
forwarded to the Government under section 17 (1) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 for publication in the official gazette .

AWARD 
This industrial dispute between theManagement of Sandoz (India ) Ltd. 
Sethuparvathipuram , (via ) Munnar, hereinafter referred to as the 
management, and the Presidentof the Sandoz Employees Union , for short, 
the union, has been referred by the Government for adjudication to this 
Court under section 10 ( ) ( ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, by 
order G. O. Rt. No. 2000/69/LSWD dlated 21-10-1969. The issues referred 
for adjudication are: 

(1) Denial of employment to Shri Paul Raj, 

Suspension awarde I to Shri Sundaram , and 
(3) Housing accommodation to the employees. 

2. Pursuant to the reference both sides to the dispute appeared in 
court and filed their respective claim statements. The union has stated 
their case as follows:-Shri Paul Raj was a permanent employee under the 
managemer He was cenied employment on the ground that he overstayed 
the leave. No enquiry was conducted against him before he was denied 
employment. The action of the management was therefore illegal, and 
Shri Paul Raj is entitled to be reinstated with back wages. 

3. The suspension of Sundaram was a clear case of victimisation . No 
proper enquiry was conducted against before he was punished . Therefore 
he is entitled to have the order of suspension recinded. 

4. The workmen wers making repeated requests for housing 
accommodation , but the managementhas turned a deaf ear to their legiti 
mate demand . While themanagers and others occupy modern bunglows, 
the workmen are driven to the necessity of finding their own accommoda 
tion . Their demand for housing accommodation is just and reasonable, 
and hence it is prayed that suitable direction be issued to the management 
to provide housing facilities to their workmen . 

5. The management contends that Shri Paul Raj is not entitled to any 
relief in asmuch as he absented without leave and thereby voluntarily. aban 
doned work. He was known to have been working in another establish 
ment during the period . He did not apply for leave in the prescribed form 
before he absented from work , nor produced a proper medical certificate to 
prove that he was under treatment for the period of absence . As regards 
Shri Sundaram he was dismissed from service for seriousmisconduct after 
a domestic enquiry and hence he is not entitled to claim any relief for the 
suspension period . 

6. The management is not under any obligation to provide housing 
accommodation to the workmen . The economic condition of the 
management is also such as to render it impossible for them to undertake 
any venture involving heavy financial commitments. The claim for housing 
accommodatica cannot, cherefore be .countenanced . The management 
prays that an awar be passed upholding their conte tio ad rejecting 
che union s claims 


7. Even before the dispute was referred for adjudication issies 2 and 3 
were settled by direct negotiation between the representatives of the 
management and the union . As per that settiemeat Shri Sundaram was 
to be given work at the drier for a period of six months during which his works 
would be closely watched . The union accepted the management s case 
that the management was not responsible to provide housing facilities to the 
workmen . However, the roanagement agreed to seek permission of Kundlay 
Estate for the coilection of verchees by the workmen to repair their houses 
at their own expense. The management also agreed to provide facilities for 
the transport of the verchees if tractors were available . The dispute was 
thus pending adjudication of only issue No. 1. However , that issue was 
also settled between the parties as per a conciliation settlement dated 
12-6-1975 . Under the settlement the management agreed to pay Rs. 500 
to Shri Paul Raj in consideration of his withdrawing from the dispute and 
abandoning his claims. The memorandum of settlement has been filed in 
Court. In view of the settlement, no dispute survives for adjudication . 

In the result an award is passed accordingly. It shall be forwarded to 
the Government for publication in the Gazette under section 17 (1 ) of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947.

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AWARD 
One Shri Joseph Simon is operating a rice mill in the Melekkon warri of 
the Parasala Panchayat. The licence for the milstands in the name of his 
eldest son Shi Thampi Joseph who is an employee in the Hindustan 
Machine Tols, Kalamassery where is residing permanently . Claiming to 
be a workman in the mill from December, 1954 , one Shri M.Vasudeva 
Panicker made a complaint to the Assistant Lab ur Officer, Try ndrum 
alleging that he was denied employment from 6-1-1970 by the aforesaid Shri 
Simon withou any lawful justification and seeking reinstatement in Service 
with back wages. Conciliation proceedi, gs were started by the Labour 
Officer on the basis of the complaint, but nothing materialised . The 
Government has therefore referred the dispute for adjudication to this Court 
under Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 by order G.O. 
Rt. No. 125/72 /Labour dated 29-1-1972. The issue referred for decision is , 

" Denial ofemployment to Shri M. Vasudeva Panicker” . 
2. Shri Joseph Simon has filed a written statement totally denying 
the status of Shri Vasudeva Panicker as his workman . While admitting the 
operation of the rice mill he contends that he has never engaged either Shri 
Vasudeva. Panicker or any one else to work in the mill. According to him , 
the mill is being run solely by himself and his two younger sons without the 
assistance of anybody As a matter of fact the work turned out in the mill 
is so little that it does not admit of any one being er aged from outside. 
He has been the Vice President of the Parassala Panchantcontinuously for 
over a decade and in that capacity he has incurred the enmity of many 
political workers . He suspects that Shri Vasudeva Panicker may have been 
set up by some of th - m , with alterior motive . Since Shri Vasudeva 
Panicker has never been employed by him he is not bound to reinst te him , 
let alone to pay him his back wages . He would therefore pray that an 
award be passed rejecting the claim of Shri Vasudeva Panicker . 

3. Shri Vasudeva. Panicker has filed a rejoinder reiterating his claim 
for reinstatement and denying the contentions of the rice mill owner. 

4. The question of denial of employment would arise only if it is 
proved that Shri Vasudeva Panicker had been a workman under Shri Joseph 
Simon . Since the employer employee relationship is denied the onus is on 
Shri Vasudeva Panicker to first establish that relationship . The burden of 
proving a fact rests on the party who substantially asserts the , affirmative of 
the issue and not upon the party who denies it, for a negative is usually 
incapable of proof. This rule of evidence has been adopted in practice, 
not because it is impossible to prove a negative but because the negative 
does not admit of direct and simple proof of which the affirmative is capable. 
So , he who asserts to be a workman must prove his status as such and it is 
not for the opposite party to prove that the other was not his workman . 

5 . There is not even a scrap of paper to show that Shri Vasudeva 
Panicker had any connection with the mill . owned by the opposite party . 
One would.natárally look askance at a person who claims to be the 
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workman of another for over 14 years, for his failure to produce some 
documentary evidence in proof of his assertios . The ryidence consists of 
his own testimony corroborated by the testingny of a vagabond friend of . 
his who does not appear to be on good terms with the owner of rice mill. 
I have deliberately us d the term vagabond to describe W. W. 2 , for he 
developed illicit intimay with the servant maid of Shri Joseph Simon and 
eloped with her. At that time he too was working as an agricultural 
labou er under Shri Simon . Though he claims to be on good terms with 
Shri Simon even after the el pement, the claim cannot be conceded without 
a grain of salt. Who is more eligible to dep se against a person but the 
man who eloped with his maid se vant? It is difficult to rely on the 
evidence of such a witness . A lot of people must necessarily know the mill 
intimately. If Shri Vasudeva Panicker was actually a workman in the m ll 
most of them must have known of it. Why he has nut examined some one 
of them instead of handpicking W. W. 2 is obvious. None of them would 
be willing to bear witness to a false cause . 

6. The definite case of Shri Vasudeva Panicker is that he was working 
in the rice mill of the opp site party from December, 1954. But the fact is 
that the rice mill was started only in 1962. This fact became known to 
him from the written statement of the opposite party. How could a person 
work in a rice mill from 1954 when it actually came into being only in 
1962 ? The whole case of Shri Panicker seemed to hang in the balance . 
In order to get over this predicament, a new story has bren hatchd a d 
unfolded in his replication . The story is that the mill was there even prior 
to 1954 , but when he joined it, it was being used for manufacturing tapioca 
powder. Butwhy this fact was not disclosed in his claim statement is not 
explained . Any person having bona file claim cannot refrain from 
referr ng to the nature and function of the mill when he began to work in 
it. But a reading of Shri Panicker s claim statement would leave the 
impression that when he joined the mill in 1954 it was working as a rice 
mill. 

7. Shri Simon swears that the mill was started only in 1962. Before 
that, he never operated any mill. As for the daily work turned out in the 
mill, it is so meagre that he alone could manage it . He has two sons who 
are unemployed . They also would assist him . The fact that he is not 
paying any income tax is sufficient indication of the size of the income 
derived from the mill . Heknows Shri Vasudeva Panicker intimately, for 
he is residing close to the mill and would cometo the mill off and on . 
Some times he may have asked Shri Panicker to look after the mill in his 
temporary absence. This circumstance cannot be construed as conferring 
on him the status of a workman . No rade union has espoused his cause. 
It means that he has never been a member of any trade union. It is difficult 
to abstain from joining a trade union if he has been a workman for over 4 
years. The absence of a trade union membership is sufficient indication 
that he has never been an industrial worker. No doubt, the labour depa t 
ment started conciliation proceeding on a complaintmade by him . This is 
not surprising because the labou department is bound to start proceeding 
on a complaint made by any one claiming to be a workman . 
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8 . Therefore considering all the aspect of the case and , regard being 
had to the circumstances thereof, I am clearly of the view that Shri 
Vasudeva Panicker has signally failed to establish an employer employee 
relativ ship betwee.. him and Shri Joseph Simon . It follows that he is not 
entiiled to any relief . 
9. In the result I pass an award as indicated above . 

It shall come 
into force on the expiry of 30 days from the date of its publication in the 
Guvernment Gazette .

AWARD 


This industrial dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for ajudication by Government as per G. O. Rt. No 1382/73 /LBR 
dated 23-11-1973 . The only issue referred for ajudication is “ Dismissal of 
Shri Philippose, Tapper." 

2 . Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the Union filed their 
claim statement in which it wascontended as follows:--- 

" Shri Philippose was a tapper of the Arrackamannil Estate " Narana 
moozhi, Pathanamthitta and the estate belongs to Smt. Annamma Thomas. 
Shri Philippose was not a member of any trade union upto September 1973 
and so he was not given minimum wages as per notification , bonus as per 
industry-wide settlements and le ve benefits. He has become a member 
of this Union at the fag end of 1972 and the Union has submitted a charter 
of demands on 17-11-1972 to the Management on behalf of the worker and 
other employees ofthe neighbouring estates belonging to the sons of the. 
Management. The demands were for wages, bonus, leave benefits, etc. 
The Labour Department authorities interfered and held conferences, where 
the Management did not attend purposely . Thereafter the Managemene 
illegally suspended tapper Philippose from service from 15 - le1973 and dis 
mised him from service unjustifiably and illegally on 22-1-1973 during the 
pendency of conciliation proceedings. The Union immediately interfered 

and by a letter dated 24-1-1973 demanded the reinstatement of the worker 
· sending copies to the Labour Department Authorities. The Deputy Labour 
Officer again convened a conference at his office in Pathanamthitta 
on 9-2-1973, but the Management did not attend. Thereafter several confer 
ences were held by the Deputy Labour Officer, District Labour Officer and 
theDy. Labour Commissioner to settle the dispute. But the Management 
did not participate and so the matter was referred for adjudication . The 
dismissal is wrong for the following reasons: 

( 1) It is highly irregular and illegal. The dismissal was during the 

pendency of conciliation proceedings. 
* (2) The reasons stated in the dismissal order areabsoluiely false and 

lacking in bonafides.. 
3 ) The dismissed employee was not given notice and was without 

any enquiry 
Shri Philippose has put in five years service and his rate ofwages as per 
the minimum wages notification is Rs. 4.35 ." 

The Union concluded with a prayer that the dismissalmay be set aside 
and the workman may be reinstated with full back wages and continuity of 
service. 
3. In the eply scacement the Proprietress has submitted as follows: 

The claims put forward by the Union are not maintainable as they 
and opposed to liw and facts . The worker was only a temporary worker 
who was working occasionally and that too only from 1971 March onwards. 


The period of service mentioned in the claim sta cernent is not true and hence 
denied . The workman Shri Philippose was dismissed from tapping work 
or a very seriousmisconduct . On several occasions the workman was found 
indulging in activities prejudicial to the interest of the Management. Non 
tapping of trees, deliberate and negligent tapping of trees thereby destroying 
the rubber trees or resulting into very poor yield , disobedience of lawful 
instructions from the Supericrs etc., were noticed by theManagement from 
this workman . Several warnings, reprimands and friendly advices proved 
futile and he continued his unlawful activities with a view to make undue 
benefits. At last the Management was forced to take disciplinary action 
against him . Un 12-12-1972 the Management issued a registered notice to 
this workman pointing out very serious irregularities and calling upon his 
explanation . He was asked to explain the reasons for not tapping certain 
trees which resulted in huge loss to the Management. But he did not care 
to reply. Instead he continued his destructive activities. Again on 
21-12-1972 another notice was issued to him for certain grave irregularities 
calling for his explanation . No reply was received . On Decernber 15 , 1972 
he had deliberately omitted to tap certain trees without any reason and the 
next day he collected latex without washing the shell thereby descroyed the 
latex of about 85 trees causing much loss to the Managernent. Again a 
notice was sent to him calling upon his explanation to show cause why fur. 
ther action should not be taken against him . He did not reply to this notice 
also . Therefore on 8-1-1973 the Management sent a registered notice sus 
pending him from service of the Management from 15-1-1973. He did 200 
accept that notice. A copy of that notice was sent to the Labour Depart 
ment and exhibited in the notice board also . The workman offered no ex 
planation to this and there was no alternative for the Management except 
dismissing him from service. Therefore he was dismissed from service wiib . 
effect from 22-1-1973 by another notice dated 17-1-1973. 

The action of the Management is justifiable and legal as can be seen 
from the facts and circumstances of the case . Therefore the claim put for 
ward by the Union is highly imaginative and are devoid of good faith . The 
allegation that the Management has disrnissed the workman during the 
pendency of conciliation proceedings is false and hence denied . Th-re is no 
violation of any of the provisions of law . Since the workman did not care to 
reply to any of the notices sent by the Management it was presumed that the 
workman had . no reply at all and as a last resort he was dismissed from 
Service after issuing warnings, reprimands and giving friendly advices." 

The Management concluded with a prayer that an order may be passed 
in their favour . 

... 
4. The Union submitted a replication in which they have repudiated all 
the contentions of the Management as per their reply statement. It was 
also added that the Tapper Shri Philippose had replied to all the notices 
received by lain and the allegations in the notices were absolutely false. 


: 


5. The case came up for evidence and since the dispute comes indes 
Section 11A of the I. D. Act, the Management was gives the first chance 
to adduce evidence. The Management examined . MW ! and MW2,marked 
Exts. Ml to M6A and Ext. W ! and closed their evidence. The Unior 
thereafter examined Ww ! and WW2, marked Exts . W2 to WII and Est 
M7 and closed their evidence also . The matter was thereafter heard . 
6. MWI is Shri ThomasGeorge . He has deposed as follows : 

Chief : The Proprietress Annamma Thomas ismy mother. Philippose 
was dismissed from service for his misconduct. The extension of the estate is 
14 acres . Philippose was appointed for the tapping season of 1972-73. In 
one block there will be 300. trees and those trees must be tapped , 
Philippose wasnot invited by us to work in the estate. Now he has no work . 
On 15th November 1972 when I went to the block , where Philippose was 
tapping , I have found that he has not tapped all the 300 trees , but only 240 
trees. On the next day also I have verified his tapping and found that he 
has not tapped all the trees allotted to him . I have demanded an explana 
tion for the same, by issuing a notice . But Philippose did not care to reply . 
As a retaliation for issuing this notice, Philippose tapped only 18 trees on the 
next day and pouring out the latex thus tapped he has also turned upsido 
down the shell. I have issued copies of my first notice to the Deputy 
Labour Officer, Pathanamthitta and to the Union Secretary. I have issued 
again , flotice to the worker since he has not tapped the trees on 22nd and 
23rd November 1972. The notice was sent by registered post. On 
21-12-1972 another notice was sent. Copy of the same was sent to the 
Deputy Labour Officer, Pathanamthitta . For that also the worker diờ not 
send any reply . As a retaliation he has again tapped only 195 trees and 
destroyed the latex obtained on that day. The third notice was issued on 
29-12-1972 for the same reason . That also was sentby registered post. The 
true copy of the same was sent to the Deputy Labour Officer, Pathanare 
thitta . Philippose has received that notice, but no reply was sent. 
Thereafter on 8-1-1973 a notice stating that Philippose is suspended from 
service with effect from 15-1-1973 was issued . Suspension notice was 200 
accepted by Philippose. The fifth notice was sent on 17-1-1973, copy of 
which was also sent to the Deputy Labour Officer . Although he was sus 
pended from service he has entered the estate and took away the latex. H. 
had no right either to enter the estate or to take away the latex at that 
time. It is not correct to say that Philippose was having 5 years continuous 
service in that estate and the statement in the claim statement is incorrect. 
He is not entitled to get any arrears or any other benefits . Ext. Mi is a true 
copy of the notice issued on 12-12-1972 . Ext. M ! A is the postal acknowledge 
ment receipt of the same. But Philippose has not replied to the same. The 
secord nctice was on 21-12-1972. Once copy of the same is Ext. M2. 
Postal acknowledgement receipt is Ext.,M2A . The true copy of the notice 
issued on 29-12-1972 is Ext. M3 and the postal receipt is Ext. M3A . The 
copy of the notice dated 6-1-1973 is Est. M4 . It was not accepted by the 
Worter and was refused . The cover in which original of Ext. M4 was cut 
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is marked as Exi. M5. The postal endorsement of Exi. M5 is " refused , 
returned to the sender ” . The copy of the dismissal notice dated 17-1-1973 
is Ext. M6. The postal receipt is Ext. M6A. When Philippose started 
work on our estate he was a trade union worker . No action has been taken 
against him for his crade union activitỉes. Before Philippose joined the 
service one Cheriyan was working . Now he is working for Varghese 
Abraham . Tappers are appointed for every season . Accordingly Philippose 
was appointed for that year. The present tapper is one Satyavan . There 
is only one tapper on the estate. 

Cross:-I am working at Paruva Governmdert L.P.S. as a tcacher. The 
distance between this estate and the Paruva L.P.S. is about 4 miles. The 
distance between my house and the estate is one furlong. I have got a rubber 
estate having an extersion of two acres and 45 cents . All my brothers are 
having estates of the same extension . My father and my mother are 
having one tapper each as employees. For all the 5 brothers and the 
parents there are altogether seven tappers. There no other 
workers. When all the pieces of estales were considered to be one 
and the same, a Watcher was appointed to look after the estate . Now , 
since the estate has been divided as mentioned above there are only tæppers . 
The brothers started to live separately from the year 1968. After separa 
tion , accounts are maintained separately for each piece of estate. There 
are no separate accountants. I am looking after the accounts. I am a 
witness in the three cases before this court. There was a minimum wages 
case over and above these three cases. In that case also I was a witness . 
Annamma Thomas is mymother. A. T. Thomas is my brother. A.T. Joseph 
is my elder brother. The extension of mother s estate is 1 } aures. 
father is the owner of the Arackamannil estate . I am a married mart and 
father of three children . I live in my house which is about 5 miles away 
from the esiate. I go to school every day from my house. I deny that I 
was staying near the school with my family all these time. Philippose is 
working in Kochuthundiyil Estate . No arrears was due to Shri Philippose 
and so nothing was paid to him . I do not know about the system of giving 
wage slips. I have obtained my share separately in the year 1973. I have 
gone to the block on 15th November 1972 to verify the tapping of Philippose . 
I have inspected the estate on various dates which are mentioned in the 
chief, between 6 and 8 a.m. The tapping will last only 11-2 hours in 
the morning. I can deny when it is said that the tapping stops at 10 a.m. 
I was not accepting any remuneration for writing the accounts of all these 
bits of estates. I was writing the accounts of every estate regarding the 
tapping, days of work, the wages given , the sheets produced ecc.,. I know 
thenumber of sheets which were brought down by every tapper during the 
year 1972-73 . During that season the sheets from all the estates together , 
cane upto 30 to 35 in nurber. During 1972-73 I have gone to the black 
about 20 times . The distance between rubber trees is 15 it. In 14 acres 
plot there are 600 trees. There are similar estates in the same area . Can 
you deny when it is said that yourmother is having 7 acres of estate icclud . 
ing the two tapping blocksi ( 4 ) ! do dery . I have participated in almost 


all the conferences. I do not remember whether I have participated in the 
conference dated 11-12-1972 . I deny when it is said that notice was issued 
to Philippose on the next day of the first conference. I do not reinember 
whether these was any conference regarding our estate before 1-12-1972 . 

Tapping wages were given on an agreed basis . There is no record to show 
the same. Can you deny when it is said that you were not giving minimum 
wages or wages on a pas with the other estates ? (A ) We were giving Rs. 4.25 
as wages . Atthat time nobody was giving more than Rs. 4.25 to a tapper 
in that area. Philippose was suspended for not tapping trees, for pouring 
down the latex tapped by him and also for indecent behaviour towards the 
employer . We have filed petition to the Police for the havoc committed by 
Philippose. Since there were two cases already against Philippose and others , 
for trying to destroy by fire the concerned estate and for damaging replanted 
rubber trees in the portion of A. M. Thomas, the Police have informed us 
that a further case need not be taken . I can produce record to show that 
we have complained to the Police , if I obtain such records from the Police. 
I deny that the allegations in Ext. M4 notice are contrary to the allegations 
in the other notices. I deny that the allegations in Ext. M6 are baseless . 
The tapping season begins either in March or April . The tapping season 
terminates by January . The workers who have come for work during the 
off season were given other work on the estate . There is no record to show 
the same. The letter given to Narayanan by me is marked as Ext. Wi. 
If the worker was acting according to the instructions given in Ext. Wl he 
would have been given work in the next season . I deny Philippose was 
having 5 years continuous service. I deny that Philippose has not gone to 
other estates after the dismissal. 

Re: Ext, WI is seen to have been sent to Narayanan . 

7 . MW2 is Shri Machai Johny . He has deposed as follows: 
Chief: I have got a rubber estate. I have got two tappers working 
here . I know tapper Philippose since his childhood . He is now working 
in ray father s brother s estate since 1974 . 

Cross: The extension of my estate is 31 acres. The nameof the estate 
is Chinganumooctil . The workers are M /s Pushpanandan and Sadanandan . 
They are working since the beginning of this season . They are given Rs. 25 
weekly as advance. The accounts will be settled at the termination of the 
season . I can produce the register maintained in the estate. The tapper works 
from 7 a . m . to 10 2. m . In our estate there are 300 trees in one block . One 
block means 14 acres. My father s brother is a High School Teacher. I know 
that there is an Association known as Rubber Growers Association working ! 
in that area . I am not an ofíice bearer. But I was working in it. I do not 
know whether the owner of the Arackarnarnil estate was a member of this 
organisation . The concerned estate and my house will be at a distance of 
about two furlongs. My father s brother s estate is registered. The registra- :. 
tion No. is 278 . I have no record to show that Philippose was appointed in . 
bat estate. I do not know whether there is a record in that estate to show : : 
that Philippoe is bcing paid wages. The fact that he is working there, is 


paiy known to me. I do not knov she Arayalum.roannil L. P. School. I 
know Thomas George since his childhood . I do not know which was the 
school of Thomas George wherein he was working upto the year 1974. You 
are deposing falsehood in order to help the owner who is a member of the 
Association , is it not? (A ) No. Can you deny when I say that Philippose is 
without any work after his distaissal from Arackazanzil estate ? (A ) I know 
he bas tapping work 

3. WW1 is Shri Philippose himself . He bas deposed as follows:-- 

Chief: I was working in Arackamannil estate belonging to Annamma. 
Thomas. I have become a member of the Union during September 1972 . 
I was then getting Rs. 4 as wages. But I was not given minimum wages. 
The Union started agitation and filed a complaint before the Labour Officer . 
But the Management did not participate in the conference. The letter which 
was received by me from the Management on 12-12-1972 is Ext. W2. I haye 
given a reply to Ext. W2 on 18-12-1972 which is Ext. W3. The letter which 
was sent by the Management to me on 29-12-1972 is Ext. W4. The reply 
which was given by me on 2-1-1972 is Ext. W5. Thereafter I was given 
suspension notice. In the norice it was stated that I was suspended 
from service with effect from 15-1-1973. The 

notice dismissing me 
is marked as Ext. W6 . I have not committed any misconduct as stated in 
Exo. W6 . TheManagement has not conducted any enquiry regarding this. 
Nobody used to inspect our tapping blocks . Usually tapping work terminates 
by 10.30-11 a. m . I know Thomas George who is the son of Annamma 
Thomas. Thomas George is a teacher. During 1973 he was in the Edaka 
lathi Arayanjali School. The distance between this school and the Aracka . 
mapnil estate will be about 18 miles . I have got five years service in the 
estate. The estate is having an extension of 10 acres . Before I joined the 
Union no notice was given to me. After dismissal I am doing daily cooli 
work and agricultural works. I do not get much cooli work . My prayer is 
that I must be reinstated in Service with full back wages. 

Cross : I was not given an appointment order. I was appointed 
orally . There is no record to show my service. In the estate 
there was another tapper 

one 

Bhaskaran . He has entered 
the service in the year 1969. Trade Union work has been started in that 
area 4—5 years back . Five years before 1972 trade union work was started 
The tappers who are members of the trade unions are working on the estate . 
Wehave not taken steps for realisation of arrears. Son of Annamma Thomas 
is now living in Naranammoozhi which is 14 miles away from the estate. I 
have no record to show that I have given replies to the Management. I have 
given it directly in the hand of Annamma Thomas. That was in the milk 
office in front of her house . The notices which were sent to me were thro 
ugh registered post. I say that you have not given ary reply to any of the 
notices, can you deny ? ( A ) I cannot deny . I have given reply. My res 
ponsibility was to tap 300 trees. The replies were written by me in my own 
handwriting . I have not kept the copies. After Ext. W2 I was given the 
suspension notice. Even then you haye not sent a reply by registered post, 
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Why? (A ) I do not knone . I have given reply to two notices. I have ao 
given any reply to the dismissal notice. I have not tapped after gedting suas 
pension notice. The dismissalnotice received byme is Ext . W6. I have not 
giver any reply to Ext. W6 denying the allegasions. The distance between 
ay house and the estate is about on kilometre. Since three years I have 
takea a property oz icase and I am doing agricultural operations. I have 
do trees of my own . 

Re : I have given two replies. 

9. WW2 is Shri Nataraja Pillai, General Secretary of the Union . He 
bas deposed as follows: 

Chief:—The workers in the Arackamannil estate were denied minimum 
wages and other amenities. After they have joined the Union a charter of 
demandswas submitted on 17-11-1972 before the Management, copy of which 
is marked as Ext. W7. The 6th namementioned in Exi. W7 is the owner of 
this estate. To discuss about the demands the Pathanamthitta Dy. L.O. 
issued a notice on 1-12-1972 posting the conference on 11-12-1972. "Copy of 
the said notice is Ext. W8 . The original is produced before this court in 
I.D.54 / 73 . As a matter of retaliation the Manage neni issued a notice to 
Philippose. He was suspended from service with effect from 15-1-1973 and 
he was dismissed from service with effect from 22-1-1973. All the allegations 
against him are baseless . When the matter of wages of Philippose was in 
conciliation , Philippose was dismissed from service illegally . The true copy 
of the demands submitted by the Union on 24-1-1973 to the Management 
demanding reinstatement of Philippose is Ext. W9 . The notices for 
conferences by the Dy. L.O. thereafter are marked as Ext. W10 and W11. 
Since the dismissal, Philippose is not having any tapping worls. Usually the 
tapping work terminates by 10.30-11 a . m . I have produced the sworn 
stacement of MW1 in this case in I. D. 54/73 . Before the dismissal no 
enquiry was conducted . The dismissal was borne out of victimisation . 
Therefore Philippose should be reinstated in service with full back wages . 

Cross:-Philippose is not an office bearer of the Union . In the area 
svhere the estate is situated , trade union work has come into force 4 or 5 
years before this incident. It is not a new matter to the owner of the estate. 
The C.P.I. Union was working in certain estates. Our union is affiliated 
to the R.S.P. There is a membership register in the union . I have come 
to the union during December 1971. This union has started working in the 
area during October 1972. Is there any record to show that Ext. W7was 
served on the owner of this estate or they have signed any record showing 
that Ext. W7was served on her ? (A ) There is record in the union to show 
it was served. But there is no record to show that the owner has 
received the same. Tapping is a skilled work . If the tapping is aot done 
properly the tree will be damaged and the owner will incur heavy loss. 
Similarly if all the trees which are to be tapped are notcapped by the worker , 
the Managemeat will incur loss. The action of cot tapping all the trees and 
damaging the trees etc., arc very serious offences as far as the rubber estates 
are concerned . Tfa tapper who is suspended from service enters the estate 
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and taps, it is a serious offenc . If there is no love lost between the tapper 
and th : employer can the tapper ciuse loss to the employer ? ( A ) Cannot. 
Th : wirker has vin a reply to the suspens on no ice. But the Un oa has 
not given any rely. The Uron has also not given any reply to the di 
misal notice. The worker also has not given a reply to the dismissal notice . 
The Union has subn t edhe deman is. The Rubber Growers Association 
consi is of estate cwers of big and small c tate . The estate i 10 , cres in 
exten ion . The tappers are Philippose and one Sreedharan . I have got 
d rect knowledge. Boh the tapp rz were tapping 300 trees each . Philippose 
has app :d up to 22-1-1973. He has tapped up to 15-1-1973 . He has 
topped as per the instruc ion of the Minagement. I have not talked with 
the Minagement up to 22-1-1973. The owner of the e tate has no acrile 
poli ical work . 

10. The learned representative of the Union and the learned counsel for 
the Minagemeit argued their cases succinctly and the General Secretary of 
the Union submitted 

iment notes also . 
11. On a p rusal of the contentions of both the parties as per their 
statements and on an anxious consideration of the oral and documentary 
evidence adduced by them respectively, I am ćjnstrained to hold as follows : 

This case falls under the provisions of Sec. 11A ofthe Industrial Disputes 
Act. The delinquent workman was dismissed from service wi h eff ct frim 
22-1-1973 by Ext. Mo dismissal notice. The employer is Smt. Annamma 
Thomas. According to her, she has only 14 acres of e tate which has been 
given to her as per the partition of the assets of her husband . MWI is Shri 
Tho nas Gege, the son ofSmt. An amma Thomas. He wa: examined for and 
on beha ſ of the employer, since according to him , he was lojking after the 
estate for him efas we l as his mother and father and brothers. According 
to MWI, as per the petition deed , himself and his brothers were given iwo 
acres and 45 cen s of estates and the mo-her was given 14 acres . The 
co cerned tapper was w rking on the estate of his mother Smt. Annamma 
Thomas. The conten ion of the workman and the Union General Secretary, 
is luit the workmin Shri Philippose was working on the estate as a tapper 
continuously for a seriod of five years. A : against this contention the case 
set up by the Managem : nt is that the workman Shri i hilippose was working 
as tanp r on the estate only from March 1971 onwards u to the date of his 
di missal from ser ice on 22-1-1973 . On a meticulous scrutiny of all the oral 
and documentary evidence ad luced by both the parties I cannot find the 
actual date oi entry into service by Shri Philippose, the delinquent workman , 
i. e , neither the Management nor the Union could adduce coger t evidence 
to show that Shri Philippo e has entered the service on such and such a date. 
Aryh w , the fict that he was dismissed from service with effect from 
22.1-1973 is admitted by both he parties. According to the Management, 
th workman was found indulging in activities prejudicial to the interest of 
the Manažment from the end of November 1972 onwards up to the date of 
his di missal. The workman was not tapping ail the trees allotted to him for 
tapping on several days during the aforementioned pericd. He was also 
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tapping negligently certain trees by which the trees were damaged resulting 
into very poor yield . As these activities were continued by the workman, 
the Management is ued a notice on 12-12-1972 by registered post stating 
about the non -tapping of the trees on November 21st and 24th of 1972 and 
also pointing out the number of non - tapped trees and exhorting him not to 
v olate the discipline and create troubles for the Management. In the notice, 
explanation also was sought for within a period of one week s time. Copy 
of this notice was marked as Ext. Miand the postal acknowledgement receipt 
which was sizned by the workman Philippose, wasmarked as Ext.MIA.Accord . 
ing to the Management, no reply was given to Ext.Ml notice by the work 
man. As the destructive activities of theworkman were continued , theMana 
gementhas again given a notice on 21-12-72 by registered post to the workman 
which was also received by him properly . The copy of the notice No. 2. is 
produced and marked as Éxt. M2 and the postal acknowledgement receipt 
showing that it was received by the workman was also produced and marked 
as Ext. M2A . The Management has again pointed out that the workman 
did not reply to this notice also inspite of receiving the same, but continued 
his destructive activities TheManagement therefore issued another notice 
un 29-12-1972 refe ring about the number of non -lapped trees on 15th and 
*16th of December 1972 and also seeking his explanation and exhorting him .. 
to comply with the directions of the Management. The copy ofthis notice 
wasmarked as Ext.M3 along with the postal receipt which was marked as 
Ext. M3A . The Management has declared that for this notice also no reply 
was given by the workman and therefore they were forced to issur a 
suspension notice to the workman on 8-1-1973 stating therein that he is 
su pended from service with effect from 15-1-1973 for all the misconducts 
committed by him as mentioned in the previous notices. This suspension 
notice was sent by registered post as usual and is ade.ittedly refused by the 
workman concerned . The copy of the suspension notice was marked as 
Ext. M4 and the cover containing the original suspension notice issued by 
registered post having the endorsement “ refused, returned to the sender" is 
marked as Ext. M5. Ext. M5 registered cover contains the original 
suspension notice . No reply was given by the workman for this notice 
admittedly. According to the Management, the , workman , even after 
knowing about the suspension with effect from 15-1-1973 , since the copies of 
all the notices were sent to the Deruty Labour Officer as well as to the 
General Secretary ofthe Union in which the workman is a member , entered 
the estate, tapped the trees, carried away the latex and destroyed the latex 
collected from certain other trees in the shells by pouring them down etc. 
Therefore, the Management was finally forced to issue the dismissal notice 
dated 17-1-1973 dismi sing the workman with effect from 22-1-1973 , copy of 
which is marked as Ext. M6. The postal receipt of the original dismissal 
order is marked as Ext. M6A . Of course, there is no case for the Manage 
ment that they have conducted an enquiry . As there was no enquiry 
admittedly , the Management was given the first chance of adducing 
evidence and it was then the Management examined MW1, the son of 
Smt. Annamma Thomas who was looking after the estate of his mother and 
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MW2, another small estate -holder who has sworn that Shri. Philippose , 
after dismissal from the concerned estate is working in another estate belong. 
ing to the uncle ofthe witness . It is a fict to be noted that the Manage 
ment has produced not only the copies of all the notices, but also the postal 
receipts and the postal acknowledgement rece pts showing that they have 
issued the notices properly and truly . 

12. As against the afore mentioned evidence adduced by the Manage 
ment, the Union has adduced evidence through WW1, the workman concer 
ned and WW2, the General Secretary of the Union , who was conducting 
the case of the Union , himself . The Union has produced a number of 
documents which are the copies of notices issued by the various Labour 
Department Authorities convening conferences, the copy of the charter of 
demands submitted by the Union to the Maazements and the o:iginal of 
Ext. Mi notice, the original of Ext.M3 notice and the original of the 
dismissal notice dated 17-1-1973 . Along with these documents the Union 
has also produced the alleged copies of the replies given by the workman to 
Ext. Mi notice and Ext.M3notice. The copies of the alleged replies were 
marked as Ext. W3 and W5- respectively . On a perusal of Ext. W3 and 
W5 it can be seen that they are two fresh white papers deliberately soiled in 
order to make it, to have the appearance ofold papers kept from the date of 
such letters. Even without going into the veracity of Ext. W3 and W5, it 
cannot be denied thatthe workman has no casc that the replies were sentby 
po t, registered with acknowledgement due or even with any certificate of 
posting. Thus the work man has no cogent evidence to show , other than 
the alleged copies of the replies, that he has sent any reply to any of the 
notices issued by the Management claiming his explanation for his various 
activities of de truction committed by him on the estate. It is very inte . 
resting to note , at this juncture , that the workman when examined as wwi. 
has unambiguously admitted that he has not kept copies ofthe replies sent 
by him . Taking these facts into consideration , any reasonable person can 
come to the only conclusion , that when theManagemeit has produced 
authentic records to prove that they have issued all the notices inclusive of 
the three notices seeking explanations from the workman and suspension 
and dismissal notices; the Union could produce only two scrap of papers to 
show that the workman has replied to two of the notices but no other 
records to prove that the workman has replied to those notices. On any 
stretch of imagination I cannot come to the conclusion that these two 
papers, alleged copies of the replies, said to have been issued by the 
workman to the Management, are authentic and can be relied on . Thus, 
since there is no reliable evidence to show that the workman has submitted 
his explanations for the notices, the contention of the Management that the 
workman was keeping quiet when all the notices were received by him con 
taining the misconducts Commited by him , they were forced to suspend him 
from service and since the workman his been doing further havoc, even 
after his suspension from service, by entering the estate, tapping trees at 
rantom , collecting the latex and destroying the latex produced by other 
workers etc., they were forced to dismiss him from service by Ext. M6 
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dismissal notice, can only be ush :11 as true and correct . MWIShri. 
Thomas George ha dep sel to the above effect before his court, and he 
was not at all effectively cus-examined by the Guneral Secretary of the 
Union although he was cross-examined at length . Thus, there is no reason 
at all for me lo di bel eve MWIwhen he has alfirmed about the activities 
of the wɔ:kman injuricus to theManagement and in violation of discipline, 
on the estatc . 

13. Therefore I hold that it is only just and reasonable on my part to 
accept the case put up by the Managemen : and reject the contentions of 
the Union and I do so . 

14. Regarding the punishment meted out to the workman , viz ., 
dismissal from service, Ihold that it is excessive, since I can only agree 
wich the Management that his services are liable to be dispenscd with , for 
the misconduct committed ! y him . The cfore, I hereby dicct the Mana . 
gement to convert the dismissal into discharge and pay him compensa ion 
at the rate of fifteen days average wages for every completed year of 
continuous service or any part there ſ in excess of six months and I pass 
my award accordingly . 

15. This award shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from 
the date of its publication in the Government Gazette.

AWARD 
Sri K.T : Jose, Kollannur Brothers, N.C. Road , Trichur, kereinafter, 
referred to as employer entered into a contract with the Food Corporation of 
India , Trichur for the period from Deceber 1967to December 1969 to 
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unload food grains reaching Trichur Railway station and transport and 
siаck it in the Malamkunnathukavu Godown of F.C.I. The workers 
belonging to these three unions were doing this work connected with this 
contract. There arose a dispute for the payment of bonus for this period . 
The Government of Kerala by order No G. O. Rt. No. 235 /71/LSW dated 
25-2-1971 

this Industrial dispute between the above parties for 
adjudication , the bonus for the years 1963 & 1969 is the issue referred . 

1. Unions 1 and 2 filed a joint statement with all the details but after 
some time these two unions remained absent and they were declared exparte . 
Thereafter this dispute was prosecuted only by union No. 3 . 

So in this 
award pleading of union No. 3 alone are referred to . 

It is a brief statement 
in which it is stated that 122 members of their union were doing the loading 
and unloading work of foodgrains on behalf of this exnployer. The 
employer made huge profits and hence the workers are entitled to bonus for 
the years 1968 and 1969. Along with this an authorisation signed by 76 
persons is also attached 

2. There is an elaborate reply statement filed by the employer. His 
contentions are the following: He took up this contract work under Food 
Corporation of India during the relevant year . Even before he took up this 
work there were persons working in the Trichur Railway station and 
Mulamkunnathukavu Godown in connection with the loading and unloading 
stacking and weighing etc. These persons formed into these three unions 
and each of these unions had a headman called moopan . The rate of 
en.oluments payable for each item ofwork to each individualworker is fixed 
by the roopan in consultation with the union . Tlie moopans are to be paid 
by the employer, at a fixed rate. These moopans undertake work of differ 
ent persons ai the same time and the work is also being carried out employ 
ing the same set of persons. They decide the place where they are to work . 
Under this arrangemeant the Mulamkunnathukavi worlown is set apart to 
the meinbers of union No. 1 and 3. The work in the Trichur Railway good 
shed is to be done by workers belonging to union No. 2 and 3. This emplo 
yer was never free to employ even a single worker of his ow2. The employer 
has no control over the persons engaged by themoopan . The employer hac 
also no opportunity to know the persons engaged by themoopans and also to 
knowthe wages paid to such person . Those persons are not in any way 
controlled , directed or supervised by the employer . They are not in any 
controlled or supervised by the employer and so there was no employer 
employee relationship between these persons and the employer. The unions 
were taking out work ofother persons also and during the relevant period 
F. Came set of workmen were working for another contractor also of the 
work . I. at Trichur, viz . Sri T. J. Anthony . These moopans undertake 
work connected with the lifting of heavy motor vehicles involved in accidents 
and these same set of persons used Co that work also , This employer 
never paid any wages to these persons . He has notmade profits during the 
peiod . This demand ie made after the period nf contract and huge amounts 
taken by the copandaret nutitanding as advance 
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3. There is a rejoinder by union No. 3. It is stated that Aloupan is 
the responsible office bearer of the union . The union enters into contract 
* with the employer regarding the rate ofwage , etc. The workers work in 
accordance with the terms of this agreement. These persons are not workers 
under a contractor. The employer has the right to take disciplinary action 
against these persons. So the employtr-employce relationship is there 
between the employecs and the employer. It is stated by this union that the 
employer has made enormous profit during this period and there is no 
justification to deny bonus to the workers. 

4. The General Secretary of the union is the first witness on behalf of 
the workmen He says that a set of workers belonging to his union are 
working under this employer. His main atteinpt is to deny the allegations 
raised by the Management in their reply statement. The workers are 
appointed or controlled by moopans. The moopans are appointed by the 
union and they do not take work of other persons at the same time. These 
workers were not doing any work under any other person during the relcvant 
period . The rates of wages payable to each worker is fixed by the moopan . 
He says that he is prepared to file a statement showing the wages received by 
each individual worker . Ext. W1 is an agreement entered into between the 
Management and the union regarding wages. The employer hasmade 
enormous profits. He fixes the amount approximately at 70,000 There 
was ne agreement regarding payment of Bonus with this union by a docu 
vent. But there was an oral understanding . 

5. In cross he says that there are documents to show the names of 
workerswho worked under this particular employer. The Food Corpora 
tion issues identity cards with photos. Only the employer knowshow many 
days each individual worker has worked . This union has not given a 
charter of demand to the Food Corporation of India. There was no strike 
also in pursuance to the charter . He does not know whether there was an 
industrial dispute registered as I. D. 28/68 , during 1967-58 connected 
with this urion The workers belonging 

these two unions 
doing the work in Poothole Depot also. There is 
uniformity in the quantum 

of work every day . 
It varies from day to day . The clerk on behalf of the union receives the 
total amount and he distributes it among the workers. Receipts issued to 
the employer are signed by the Secretary and Mcopan . Moopan is an 
office bearer of the union . Mocpan is also an employee. They were given 
festival holidays. In case there is no work under this contractor these 
workers do not work under other persons. He does not know whether 
advance amounts received by moopan , are even now outstanding. No 
retrenchment compensation was paid when the contract period was over. 

6. WW2 is a headload worker . He was working in Trichur Depot. 
Fie was working under Sri Thazhathu Arthony. This employer was a 
contractor in Mulakunnathukavu . 76 workers interested in dois case were 
working at Mulakunnathukavu and 46 persons were working in Trichur 
Railvay Goodshed . These 122 workers were working under this croployer , 


to

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One of them is selected as a Moopan. He supervises the work done by 
others. The witness adds the rates of wages. The union fixes the rates 
on the basis of agreements entered into with the employer . The amount 
is distributed by the Moopan . The Moopans are not contractors. The 
worker are not appointed and dismissed bymoopans. There are agreements 
with unions regarding wages and when they work under one employer they 
don t work under others and they hāve also not gone for other work . The 
three unions in the reference order were working there and the headload 
workers were members of any one of these unions . This is said in cross 
examination . Continuing this he said that each union has got a moopan of 
its own. The unions appoint the moopan . The workers are controlled by 
the union . The place where each individual should work and the nature 
of work to be turned out by each individual work are all decided by unions 
No worker can be appointed mithout the approval of the union . The 
rates of wages are fixed by agreement between the union and themanage 
ment. The total amount is received by the union and the moopan fixes 
the amount payable to each individualworker. Moopans have the account 
of cach individual worker. He is not a member of Union No 3 . The 
workers belonging to his union have not done any work under this emplo . 
yer . Contractors like this employer cannot appoint workers other than 
those appointed by Moopans: They usually approach unions to get their 
work done. The union decides as to who should do the work and in this 
the contractor has no hold . The contractor has no control over moopans. 
The workers are controlled by unions and moopans. During the period 
1967 to 1969 Sri Thazhathu Anthony was also a contractor under F. C. I. 
The members of these three unions were carrying out his work also . The 
union decides as to who are to turn out a particular work . One 
K.D.Lonappan a member of Kokkola Chumattu Thozhilali Union was work 
ing as a Moopan in Railway Goodshed . Later on he was trānsferred , He 
used to go for lifting the lorries and other vehicles involved in accidents. 
He is not sure whether he used to go for this work during the period in 
question in this case. In Trichur goodshed there was work in connection 
with the loading and unloading of manure of FACT etc : 

7 : WW3 is a head load worker . He is working in Mulakunnathu. 
kavu godown. He is a member of union No. 3. Hewas loading and un 
loading foodgrains coming in the godown . He says that he worked under 
this employer. There were 70 persons with him He has been working 
tcrefore about6 or 7 years. There used to be increase in wages as per 
agreements. Moopans are selected from among the workers. They control 
the wokers in accordance with the instructions of the union . It is not 
correct to say that they were workers under the Moopáns. The persons 
working under one contractor like this employer were not free to go to other 
employers. The total amount paid to the union is divided among the 
workers equally . For the last two years his union is not functioning 
Union Ne. I is also not functioning for the last two years. 

8 . These answers are elicited from his in cross-examination . He 
pa s about some changes in these three unions after the reference. He is 
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wow a member of another union . Now he works in both depots ar Trichur 
and Mulakunnathukavu . He admits that WW2 was for sometime the 
moopen of Union No. I. The union is having a record to show the amount 
paid to each individualworker . He does not remember about any dispute 
with the other contractor Sri Thazhathu ,Anthony. All three unions used 
to receive advance from the employer. He was shown certain vouchers and 
he stated that he calnot identify the signatures in those vouchers. The 
union has documents tu show the total wages received by each worker 
during this period . 

9. MW1 says that in 1668 and 1969 he was a contractor of F. C. I. 
at Mulakunnathukavu . He got this contract since he submitted the lowest 
tender. During this period the contractor at Trichur was Thazhathu 
J. Anthony. His work was to supply labor and undertake transportwork 
connected with foodgrains reaching TrichurAlway Station. Transport 
ing was done through lorries. The workers belonginse these unionswere 
only with the labour contract. Rate are fized by agreexere connected 
unions and payment is made to moopans. There is a fixed rate with the 
item of work ." Moopan is to appoint workers. Moopan is a member orach 
union . Moopan is vested with the right to supervise the work done by 
others. This employer has no right to appoint workers other than these 
appointed by moopans. He had also no right to control the workers or to 
take disciplinary action against them if their work was not satisfactory . 
There will also be no occasion to ascertain the name of each individual who 
turn up for work each day.. He had no opportunity to know the quantum of 
work turned up by each individual. Thiswas all done by moopans. The 
moopan fixes the wages payable to workers. He never pays wages to 
workers directly . The rate of wages paid during the relevant period was 
more than that was paid during the period of the prior moopans. The 
contract wās taken by him at a lower rate . The rate was increased after 
taking the contract. These three unions totally had four sections and the 
workers in these 4 sections carried out the work . During the same period 
the very same 4 sections under the there unions had undertaken the work of 
other contractors also . They had undertaken the work of 18 forwarding 
agents in the Trichur Railway Goodshed . They had also the work of trans 
port of cement and iron rods coming for P.W , D.ware house. In addition 
to this they had worls under other persons. He also says that the ve 
same persons undertake the work of lifting vehicles involved in accidents . 
There was an industrial dispute between these unions and other employers. 
This was taken as I. D. 28/68 . This ended in a settlement. He says that 
these two unions involved in this dispute are not now existing. Then he 
speaks about the various rates. Sometimes there used to be heavy worla 
and on such occasions moopan employs temporary workers. He would say 
that he incurred a total loss of" 53,000 by this worls. He proves come 
dociments also . Since he incurred loss he requested the F. C. I. not to 
extend his contract. Usually when a contractor takes up contract for two 
years an extension of one year is also given .

10. In cross he says that there was an agreement regarding the wages 
payable to loading and unloading workeas on 5-5-1968. During this period 
the same set of mcopans continued . Union appoints moopans. The amount 
of advance paid is recovered on the basis of agreements with the unions. 
It is not true to say that the workers had agitated when an attempt was 
made to get persons who are potmembers of union to the work. I. D. 
28/68 was settled . Then he was asked about the rate of wages paid for each 
item of work.

The most important 
contention raised by the Management is that there is no employer employec 
zelation ship between this employer and the persons represented by the 
union . According to the Managementit is only a contract. 

11. The question as to what all circunstances constitute an employer 
employee relationship has been the subject matter of decision in a number 
of cases . The earliest one is the Darangadhara case reported at 1957 (I) 
LLI 477. The supreme Court in this case suggested that the correct 
method of approach would be to consider whether having regard to nature 
of the work there was due control and supervision by the employer." This 
test was re- afirmed by the Supreme Court in Chintamon Rao Vs. State of 
Madhyapradesh 1958 (II) LLJ252. A later case reported at 1962 (1) LLJ 
119. The Supreme Court clarified that the " control of the Management" 
which is the necessary element of relationship of master and servant is not 
directed towards the providing or dictating the nature of article produced 
or the work.to be done, but refers to other incidence having a bearing on 
be process of work a person carries out in the execution of work . It is 
the element of control of the work that distinguishesthe relationship of master 
and servant from the independant contract relationship . It has been laid 
down in a number of decisions that facts in each case decide the issue in 
that particular case . 

12. This is a case in which the nature of work is to be performed in 
such a way that nobody needs exercise any control over them . They have 
only to unload it and stack the bags in godown and depending on the 
tonnage handled the F. C. I. pays the amount to the contractor. 

This 
is a case that from the nature of the job it can be presumed that the moment 
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the F. C. I. pays the amount they are satisfied with the performance of the 
work done. If the unior had take care to adhere to this aspect there 
would have been no difficulty . But one of the union witresses that is to say 
WW2 clearly says that the world is being controlled by the unior through 
moopans. The employer in this case has no role to play in this aspect: 
The definite case of the employer is that he has no control over the workers. 
This is admitted to be correct by WW2. Then there is the question of 
who has the right to appoint the workers. The union has no case that 
there are employees employed by this employer working the: e . The 
workers are employed by the union . 
WW2 clearly says 

in Cross- examination that che exsployer. 
contractors cannot appoint persons of their choice. The disciplinary action 
is taken only by the union . 

13. Union No. 3 filed a statement, a very brief one and along with it 
they filed an authorisation by 76 workers. These unions were working among 
these workers even before this employer took up this contract and they 
continued to do the samefor sometime after this contract was terminated . 
The employer has put forth a contention that the workers belonging to these 
three unions took up work simultaneously under other contractors also to do 
the same type of jobs. He enumerates the various types of jobs and points out 
the award passed in I. D. 28/68 in which a number of contractors were 
cited asmanagements and unions were also parties. It is stated that none 
of these workers are turning out work exclusively of one Management. If 
the union had put forth a case that during the 2 years when this employer 
had the contract these 76 workers alone were doing this work under this 
particular employer then it could have been stated that they were working 
exclusively as employees under this employer. There is no evidence to that 
efect. Nobody on behalf of the union speaks about this . The evidence is 
that workers belonging to various unions were working in different sections. 
Union 3 says that 122 workers were doing the work buz gave only a list of 
76 persons. Probably the others are members of other unions. Any worker 
belonging to these three unions had the liberty to do the work under any of 
these contractors. There is evidence in this case that the clerk of the union 
distributes wages to the workers. The amount is received from the 
employer. Naturally , at least for the satisfaction of the union he would 
have maintained documents. It is admitted by union witnesses that during 
chis period they maintained documents to show payment of wages . If the 
union had been retaining only these 76 employees throughout the period of 
this contract then they could have got the list also. If they had produced its 
itwould have shown that during the period of these two years they 
employed consistently these 76 persons. Ir they had such a case nacurally 
they could have proćuced it. Since it is not produced I and that there is 
20 particular set of workers performing the world under this employer . 

14. The nature of work can be reduced from the facts availabls in 
this case . Sometimes large aumber of waggons come with foodgrains and 
in order to avoid payment of demurrage it has to be cleared within the 
sticated period Natura!! they erould have to emplos more persons 
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And the evidence is that under these circumstances the union " used to call 
other workers also and there will be dayswhen no waggons are available for 
unloading and the work is such that there will be peak period and loan 
period . Depending upon the exigencies the union employs workers and 
the employment is given only to members of these unions. So it is a case 
where the work is not turned out by a definite set of workers. 

15. To summarise the whole thing the workers are appointed by the 
union . The manner in which the work is to be turned out is controlled by 
the union . Disciplinary action if any is taken by the union . In case of 
dismissal also it is by union . The work is not turned out by a definite set 
of workers. The only document relied on by the union is Agreement Ext. 
WI. But that alone is not sufficient. It is a case where the union has not 
sponsored the case of a definite set of workers. To start with the union 
sponsored the case of 76 workers mentioned in the authorisation attached to 
the claim Statement. But they said that 122 Workers are entitled to get 
bonus. Who the others are is still a mystery. WWI said that a list of 
workers can be filed . But that was not filed. No case that such and such 
workers were carrying out this work under this employer during the period 
of this contract. The arrangement of work is such that the union took up 
work under different employers of the same type and they allotted } work 
among the members of union according to the exigencies. There is no 
definite body of workers working under this employer . So it is a case 
where even if an award is passed there can not be finding as to who should 
receive this amount as bonus. In these circumstances I find no employer 
employee relationship exists between these workers and the Management. 

I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

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AWARD 
Government of Kerala by Order No. G. O.Rt. 837 /73/LBR dated 
11-7-1973 referred the existing industrial duspute between the above parties 
for adjudication to this Tribunal. The issue referred is the following: 

" Denial of employment to Sri A. O. Mathunni." 
2. The Union claimsthat the worker was appointed as a conductor in 
the Balakrishna Brothers Bus ses vice on 6-7-1965. Later on he worked in 
various services, like G. B. Transport, Sreeram Motors, Jaya Transports, 
etc. , owned by Balakrishna Bros. While he has working in Jaya Transports , 
employmentwas denied to him on 29-8-1972 without any reason whatso 
ever . This is highly arbitrary and illegal. No. compensation was paid . 
The denial being illegal he is entitled to be reinstated with backwages. 

3. In the reply statement filed by the management it is stated that Jaya 
Transport is an independent organisation without any connection whatso 
ever with other transport services. No worker was transferred 10 Jaya 
Transports and this worker was never appointed as a conductor in this 
transport. Th re was no agreement also to take him in the service of the 
company. So there was no occasion for denial of employment to him . 

4. In the rejoinder filed by the union it is stated that Jaya Transport 
is an organisation formed after partition of Balakrishna Brothers. The 
denial of employment by th : management is only an attempt to escape 
liability . 

5. The concerned worker is WW1. He says that he was a conductor 
under the Jaya Transport. This is owned by the son of Balakrishnan Nair, 

Proprietor of Balakrishna Brothers. Tnen he adds that 
Sri Balakrishnan Nair is the Managing Partner of Balakrishna Brothers. 
He joined the service in 1965 and thereafter he has been working conti 
nuously in services owned by Balakrishna Brothers. That group consists of 
Maya , Raju, Radha , Jaya , etc. and for the last time he was in the employ 
ment of Jaya Transport. One day he was asked to work in this transport 
and so he became the worker of Jaya Transport. The individual control 
book maintained by him is Ext. Wi. During that period he was employed 
in Balakrishna Brothers. When employment was denied to him he made a 
complaint to the union . It is not true to say that Jaya Transport is not 
connected to Balakrishna Broci.ers. 

6. In cross hesays that he gets work occasionally. under the manage 
ment of St. Sebastian Bus Service . That is not on 
They have got 4 or 5 buses. For the first time he began to work under 
Jaya Transport from 19-3-1971 . Sri Nandakumar is the owner of the bus. 
The contention of the union in the beginning was that this management 
denied him employment. He admits that he gave a complaint to the union 
stating that he was appointed by Balakrishna Brothers and work was denied 
by them . On the basis of these complaints the union had taken steps. He 
has taken part in one or two conciliation conferences. In one conference 
these two inanagements were represented . To his knowledge Jaya Transport 


permanent basis. 
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is owned by an individual. He has no documents to show that he is an 
employee under Jaya Transport. The police station must be having docu 
ments like regist is to prove his case. The individual control book produced 
by him will not show the particulars regarding the employer , etc. In re - he 
says that he is not a permanent employec of St. Sebastian Bus Service. 

7. The General Secretary of the union is the second witness. The 
management denied employment to this worker and when he gave a com 
plaint they reported the maiter to the Labour authorities. It is not true to 
say that he was not an employce under Jaya Transport. Jaya Transport 
came into existence when the near relatives if the owners of G. B. T. formed 
different bus services in the nameof diff:rent persons. Jaya Transport is 
owned by the son of Sri Balakrishnan Nair, one of the partners of G. B. T. 
Several units like this were formed and the management used to transfer 
employees from one unit to the other . 

8. In cross he says that union s case that work was denied to this 
worker from the service of G. B. Group. Usually they only say that a 
worker is employed in a particular unit owned by G.B. T. The first 
complaint was that work was denied to this worker by Balakrishna 
Transport. The complaint was sent to theManaging Partner of Balakrishna 
Brothers and that is Ext. Mi. In that letter it is not stated that work was 
denied to the worker in a unit owned by G. B. Group . Conciliation 
conferences were convened after this . The notices are Exi. M2 series 5 in 
number . In all these conferences the management of G. B. Group repre 
sented the management. After this a letter was sent on 25.1.1973 saying 
that Jaya Transport denied him employment. In these conciliation 
conferences Jaya Transport also participated . Then he is asked about the 
different units. He says that he has not seen the documents of the different 
groups. Till recently the GeneralManager of the group was participating 
in the conciliation conferences. He has not seen documents by which 
workers are transferred from one unit to the other. But the management 
usually does this. Hehas not seen documents to show that this worker was 
employed in Balakrishna Transport or Jaya Tran port. The managements 
do not give appointment orders to workers. In re-he says that G. B. Group 
was formed on partition of G. B. Transports. 

9. The proprietor of Jaya Transport is the only witness examined on 
behalf of the management. He says that he never employed this conductor 
and so he had no occasion to deny employment to him . Jaya Transport is 
a proprietory concern owned by him . His concern has no conn.ction with 
Balakrishna Brothers, Radha Tiansport, G. B. T. etc. This is not a unit 
formed by partition of the other concerns. The workers are not transferred 
from one to the other. He does not know whether this worker was an 
employee under Balakrishna Brothers. The owners or partners of Bala 
krishna Brothers have no right to transfer workmen to his service. In the 
conciliation conference he had stated his case. 

10. In cross he says that he does not know whether his father owns a bus 
service called Balakrishna Brothers. He knows that there is G. B. Transport. 
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He does not know the other bus services of the relatives of his father. He 
does not know anything about Sreeram Transports, Maya Transports , Raja 
Transports etc. He was in Bangalore as a student. Heholds an L. L. B. 
Degree and presently he is not employed . He is managi" g the affairs of 
Jaya Transports. That was formed in 1969. Till April, 1975 he was in 
Bangalore. In his absence a clerk called Radhakrishnan was managing the 
affairs. It is not true to say that his father was managing the affairs. He 
has not seen the worker. He gives the names of the employees of his bus 
service. His clerk Sri Radhakrishnan participated in the conciliation 
conferences on his behalf. 

11. Here is a case where the management emphatically says that the 
worker was never employed by them . In the union statement they said that 
he was originally employed by Balakrishna Brothers. Subsequently he 
worked in different units owned by Balakrishna Brothers. There are no 
documents produced to show det tils of his s rvice. The union sends a 
com laint to the management regar ling denial of employment on 
13-10-1972 . That is marked as Ext. MI. In this complaint it is not 
mentioned that Jaya Transport denied him employment. That letter is 
addressed to the Managing Partner, Balakrishna Brothers. In pursuance to 
this, conciliation conferences were co vened and Ext. M2 series (5 in 
number ) are the notices. All these conciliation notices were sent to M /s. 
Balakrishna Brothers as the management. The union sent another letter on 
25-1-1973. This is Ext. M3. This is addressed to MW1. It is stated in 
the letter that the management of Balakrishna Brothers employed this 
worker as a conductor. The concluding portion of the letter is extracted 


below :

In this letter also it is stated that the worker was employed by Balakrishna 
Brothers and denial of employment was also by the samemanagement with 
effect from 29-8-1972 . But when WW1 the worker tendered evidence here 
he said that he was sent to Jaya Transport when they purchased a bus 
KLR 9423. He says that he joined the service of Jaya Transport on 
19-3-1971. If the worker had a definite case that he was a worker under 
this employer he would not have stated that denial of employm nt was by 
Balakrishna Brothers. At first - the union ap : roached M /s. Balakrishna 
Brothers and said hat he is an employee under that management. When 
the con iliation conferences did not end in a settlement they turned round 
to say that this management is resposible for denial. The worker s evidence 
is also not in consonance wih the documents produced . The union relies 
on the trip sheet of Jaya Transport. These sheets are for the period 
subsequent to denial of employment. If the union had members working 
in these transports they could have summoned some of them to speak about 
this worker having worked in the transport service of this employer. If the 
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case had been thit h : was employed in this group they could have alleged 
and tried to prove that also . It would have been easy for the union to 
summon such persons and establish the case. The other durument reled on 
by the worker is the individual contro !bok . This book does not giv the 
name of the conductor or the numb :r of bus The union made an attempt 
to get the records from the police station . Summons was actually taken to 
the authorities concer icd but with no result. These are the time registers 
maint ined in the station for the period 1971 March to July, 1971 . 

12. Who employed him is the important question to be considered . 
There are no documents to show the existence of any such relationship . The 
conductor of the officials of the union would show that they were not having 
all decails and sɔ they have faile to put a consistentcase. In these circum 
stances I find that the union has not succeeded in establishing that the 
worker was employed by this management. 

13. Who denied him cmployment is the next question . The first conten . 
tion of the union was M /s . Balakrishna Broth :rs denied him empl.yment. 
The documents are already referred to . If the union s case was that this 
emp oyee was being changed from one service to the o: her to escape liabili . 
ties they should have said so . Hence I find that the union has not established 
that the worker-was denied emplymen by this management. So the worker 
is not entit.ed to any relief irom tis management. 1 piss this award as 
stated above .

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AWARD 
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Dismissal of Sri M.K. Baby is the only issue referred by Government of 
Kerala as per Order No. 892/73 /LBR . dated 24-7-1973 being the industrial 
dispute existing between the above parties for adjudication . 

2. Notice was issued to the parties to the dispute and they appeared . 
A number of adjournments were taken by the union and no statement was 
filed and the union counsel finally reported no instructions. Then the 
concerned worker cameand filed his claim statement and he filed a petition 
to get himself impleaded . This petition was allowed . In the statement 
filed by him his case is stated as follows. 

3. This management gave him some land on the basis of a licence. 
He planted coffee plants there. The management took this as a very serious 
offence being violative of the termsof license . But he is entitled to use this 
land in the way he wants to use it as per the provisions of the Kerala land 
Reforms Act. But the management wanted to send him out of the land . So 
the dismissal order of the management as per the provisions of the Standing 
Orders is made only to see that he is evicted from the land. Then he gives 
the case of a conductor who also according to him is on enimical terms with 
him . He is also politically opposed to him . The management had on 
7-7-1972 caused a notice to be pasted on the door of his estate line room , 
through this writer. He went to the writer who affixed this notice and 
asked him about this . Then he gave certain replies and left the place. 
He has not used any abusive language: 

4. These contentions are denied by the management. They first 
contend that the union alone has the right to file a claim statement, Regard 
ing the merits of the case they say the following : The charge sheet dated 
14-7-1972 for misconduct of wilful insubordination as provided in the 
certified Standing Order No. 22 Clauses (a ) and (h ) was given to the worker. 
A fair and proper domestic enquiry was held in which he was given every 
opportunity to cross-examine the management witnesses and also to examine 
his own witnesses. The worker was present throughout the enquiry. On 
the materials available the enquiry officer arrived at a finding that the 
worker is guilty of the misconduct alleged against him and so he was dismis 
sed from service. It is also added that the management hat lost confidence 
in him . His reinstatement would defeat the objective of industrial adjudi 
cation and is not conducive for industrial peace. They say that the company 
had given the worker 1.25 acres of land on licence on the express condition 
that he should use the land for cultivating food crops with no right to 
cultivate plants such as coffee, areacanut, etc. He trespassed into more 
estates land . Presently he possesses 1.62 acres of land and he had planted 
coffee, areacanuts, etc., in violation of the terms of licence. The manage 
ment by their letter dated 1-7-1972 asked him to remove these plants. He 
refused to do this. This was sent to him by registered post. The Divisional 
Conductor Gulamdestagir was also directed to paste the copy of the letter 
on the linc room door occupied by the worker in the presence of witnesses, 
He complied with this order and then theworker went to the Divisional 
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office and abused this worker and behaved in a riotous and disorderly 
inanner. The averments and allegations in the statement of the worker are 
untrue. They deny the averments regarding the witnesses at the enquiry . 
Similarly they deny the motives which according to the worker prompted 
this witress at the enquiry to depose against him . 
5. There is a rejoinder filed by the worker. 

In this he says that 
he was the secretary of the factory committee of the Malabar 
Estates Workers Union and in that letter he asked the management to treat 
him as a protected workman . So he is entitled to the protections under the 
Act. The enquiry conducted is in violation of the principles of natural 
justice. The enquiry officer knew even before conducting the enquiry that 
he was not in the good books of the management. The conclusion of the 
enquiry officer is also not correct and just. The worker states that the 
enquiry officer also is biased against him . 

6. The concerned worker is WW1. He says that he has been a worker 
under the management for the past 28 years. He was the secretary of the 
estate Committee of the union in that estate . A letter was sent to the 
management saying that he should be treated as a protected workman . Copy 
of that letter is Ext. Wi. No reply was sent. Then he speaks about the 
land in his possession . He planted coconut and coffee plants . He was 
asked by the manager of the Estate to remove the arecanut, coconut and 
coffee plants planted by him . He did not comply with this order since he 
is entitled to plant these trees. A boy told him that a notice had been 
pasted on the door of his house and he immediately went to the writer and 
asked him why a notice has been pasted prohibiting him from entering the 

He asked this because the hoy told that a notice has been pasted to 
that effect. When he asked the writer about this he asked the worker to go 
and report the matter to the manager; then he replied and left the place. He 
did not use any abusive words. An enquiry was conducted by the 
Superintendent. The very same person gave him notice to remove the 
plants . The enquiry was conducted in english . He could not understand 
the proccedings. So he asked the enquiry, officer not to conduct the 
enquiry in English . The writer also gave evidence at the enquiry in English . 
A true translation of this was not given to him . He did not understand 
what was stated at the enquiry by the writer. 

. 7. In cross he says that there are no documents to show that he is on 
enimical termswith Mr. Destagir. He is the estate committee member of 
the union for the last 20 years. He was asked whether the estate has given 
him 1 acre and 25- cents of land for raising tempo: ary crops. He says that 
the management has not given him like that. He further says that the manage 
ment has not given him even a single cent of estate land. He cleared some 
land and he is in possession of that land . He also denies the suggestion that he 
is now in possession of 1 acre and 65 cents of land and out of this 40 cents of 
land is encroached upon by him . He was shown the statement filed by him 
and he admits that it contains his signature; but he says that he does not 
know the contents. He instructed his lawyer to prepare this statement. 
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The General Manager Mr. Veeraraghavan ordered him to remove the 
plants . He was not given a letter signed by the then GeneralManager. He 
did not refuse to accept the notice given by the tea maker. He got Ext, M2 
notice by registered post. He had asked the management not to appoint 
Mr. Milton as the enquiry officer. He cannot write letters. He can only 
write his name. 

The union states that he is a protected workman and that 
is why he says so. 

He does not know whether there is anything to show 
that the management received the original of Ext. Wi. The management 
said that if certain documents are signed he will be permitted to cultivate 
some land , accordingly he signed Ext. M7. There was a case before the 
Munsiff Court, Kalpetta for eviction of the entire land in his possession . 
That was dismissed and that is now pending before the Land Tribunal. 
In 1972 a boy told him that a notice has been pasted saying that he should 
not enter his room . He does not remember the date of that incident. He 
did not go to the door of the line to know what it is. He asked Gulam 
Destagir about it. He admits that he was present through out the enquiry .. 
In the beginning the enquiry was in English and so he said that he will not 
sign it . When he was given the transalation he readily signed . The person 
related to Mr. Destagir and who handed over tea to some other persons is 
no longer working in this factory . He is working in a different factory 
owned by this management. He reported about the theft of tea by Wahab 
to the then General Manager . These two persons are members of 
E. S. U. S. I. No written complaintwas given about the dashing of a motor 
cycle on a woman . He does not know who wrote the enquiry proceedings 
in Malayalam . 

8. WW2 is a carpenter employed there. He speaks about the talk 
between the worker and Destagir about 3 years back. The details are spoken 
to by him and he was cross - examined . 

9. WW3 is the blacksmith in the factory. He speaks about the motor 
cycle incident. He saw Mr. Destagir learning to ride motor cycle and 
Destagir was about to dash against a woman and WWIsaw and asked him 
not to do this from the factory premises. Destagir did not like this. Hewas 
also cross - examined . 

10. WW4 is the General Secretary of the union . WW1was the office 
bearer of the Estate Committee of the union. The union had requested the 
management to treat the office bearers of the union as protected workmen . 
Ext. W1 is a copy of that letter. As usual themanagement did not send 
any reply. His union is themajority union . 

11. In cross he says that there are documents to show the membership 
ofhis union . There are accounts also . His signature is not in Ext. W1. 
12. Mwi is the Assistant Manager of the Estate . 

The worker 
concerned is an employee of this estate with 15 years of service in this estate. 
He conducte l the enquiry . Ext. M8 is the proceedings. The worker wasi 
present at the enquiry . The Assistant clerk in the office translated the pro 
ceedings,and rendered the Malayalam version . A Works Committee member 
was present as an observer. The worker was given every opportunity to 
cross- examine the management witnesses. He has correctly recorded what 
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all transpired at the enquiry. The enquiry proceedings were recorded in 
Malayalam and the worker signed and wherever le refused they were correc 
tly noted in the proceedings. The witnesses produced at the enquiry were 
examined at the enquiry . His findings are based on the facts available in 
the case. The witness says that he has seen the worker reading Malayalam 
papers. He can also write and he has seen him signing and writing his name 
in English . The management has not received Ext. W1 letter. The manage 
ment used to give land for cultivation on the basis of licence. This worker 
was also given licence, and the plan of the land is Ext. M7. The worker s 
signature is there. He is in possession of 1.65 acres of land though he was 
given only 1.25 acres of land. He encroached the excess land. Proceedings 
are pending before the Land Tribunal for eviction . Ext. Mi is a notice 
sent to him by the then General Manager. This was not accepted and so a 
copy was affixed in the line door and a copy was sent by registered post. 
WW1 does not say that the enquiry should not be conducted by this witness. 
The Assistant writer Destagir gave evidence in English . It was interpreted 
and it was read over and explained to the worker in Malayalam . No com 
plaint was made by this worker agåinst Destagir or Wahab . The witness has 
no personal enmity or grouse against the worker . 

13 . In cross he says that he received the complaint from Destagir. It 
was addressed to the General Manager but was forwarded through him . 
Since the charges were written this was not produced at the enquiry . This 
incident is connected to the refusal of the worker to receive the notice asking 
him to remove the plants, in the sense that when he refused to accept the 
notice it was pasted on the line room . There is no other connection . He 
says that he also conducted the enquiry to find out whether there was refusal 
to accept the notice . He did this only to verify whether the notice was 
offered to him or not. He does not know who directed the witness at the 
enquiry to speak about the details of the case. 

• 14. The incident took place on 7-7-1972 and the first show cause notice 
was signed on 10-7-1972. He only forwarded the complaint for necessary 
action to the General Manager and he did not personally represent to the 
General Manager to take action . No representation was made by Mr. 
Destagir , to take strong action . The management witnesses were questioned 
by the worker and then only he questioned them . After recording his findings 
he has recorded that if deterrent punishment is not imposed the field staff 
may refuse to work or the staff may not be able to carry out reasonable 
instructions of the management. The worker did not raise any objections in 
his conducting the enquiry. Encroachment of the cstate land is a misconduct. 
He is not sure whether this encroachment was there when he joined this 
estate . Even before he joined this estate this worker was in possession of the 
land as per licence. It was valid for one year and has to be renewed . It 
was renewed after certain period. When the notice for uprooting was given 
to the worker he was holding the land under licence. To the best of his 
knowledge the worker has not given anything in writing regarding the 
enmity between the worker and the other two persons. He answers certain 
questions in re also . 
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15. AbdulWahad is the second witness of the management. He works 
as a tea maker in Elston Estate . He denies the allegations raised by the 
delinquent employee against him . He is also cross- examined and gives 
answers. To his knowledge the worker has not made any false allegations 
against him . 
16 : Gulim Destagir is MW3. Hewas the Assistant writer in 1972. 

On 7-7-1972 he was 
He was promoted as writer. He knows the worker. 
given a letter addressed to the worker to be pasted on the door of the worker s 
house. He went to the line house with two workers and the notice was 
pasted on the varandha door of his house. He came back to the Divisional 
office and wrote a letter reporting to the General Manager regarding com 
pliance. At that time the worker came there and started shouting . The 
worker said that he molested his wife and removed three bags of rice. He 
also used abusive words like " agso ” , “ Co1059" etc. and something more. 
He did not say anything and after some time the worker left the office . His 
report about this to the management is marked . He was a witness at the 
enquiry. He wasshown the relevant portion of his evidence at the enquiry. 
He bears no personal grudge or animosity against the worker. He proves the 
check roll to show that on 7-7-1972. The worker s wife was plucking tea 
leaves. He went to the line room . The worker s father was present in the 
room . One need not enter the room to paste this on the door . 

A. C. Raju 
and Rayan were inside the office and another worker was outside the office. 
Raju retired on 7th , i.e. on the day of the incident itself . After his retire 
ment his son is working now . He was shocked when the worker shouted on 
that day. He stated that he was only acting as per the instructions of the 
management. Then he answers some more questions. He repeats that the 
worker used " ng 55" several times . It is a muster office and the divisional 
writer is in charge of it. The records are kept there. This witness is also a 
member of the Works Committee . He denies the suggestion that he gives 
evidence against the worker only because of the personal enmity against, 
him . This is the gist of the evidence recorded in the case. 

17. The first contention of the worker is that he is a protected work 
men and as such his dismissal without prior permission is illegal and the 
order should be vacate 1. He did not raise any such contentions in his claim 
statement. For the first time he raised it in the rejoinder. Ext. W1 is the 
copy of the letter written by the union requesting the management to treat 
this worker among others as a protected workman . - The management says 
that they have not received it. The worker says that the union asked him to 
say that he is a protected workman and he says so . 

Apart from that he has 
no idea about it . 

18. WW4 the General Secretary says that the original of Ext. Wi is 
sent to the management. The copy is produced in this court. The manage. 
ment says that they have not received it. If the union had sent it they could 
have produced relevant evidence to show that they have sent it. It is admit 
ted , the postage stamps use I would be seen from the Stamp Register. Since 
no mention is made about this document in the first statement and in the 
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absence of anything to show that the union ha 1 sent it I find that the union 
has not taken steps to treat this worker as a protected workmen . He is not 
entitled to the protection . 

19. There is the enquiry proceedings inarked as Ext. M8. It is seen 
that the worker participated in the enquiry and in the Malayalam version 
he has signed . So this is an enquiry in which the worker participated from 
the very beginning to the end. 

20 .. This is a case where the worker says that the management is 
motivated in taking this action . His claim statement starts with the 
allegation in support ofthis plea . This was filed by him in his individual 
capacity . This is a copy of the statement filed by him at the enquiry . In 
this statement it is stated that the management liad given him some land on 
licence. He planted arecanut, etc. He adds that he is entitled to do this 
as per the provisions of the Land Reforms Act. The management viewed 
this as a grave crime and they issued him a notice on 1-7-1972 . The mana 
gement can take action against him as per the provisions of connected civil 
laws. Knowing that it will take a lot of time and money they decided to 
take action against him and terminated his service. On his losing he job 
he will not be able to continue to stick to this land because the income from 
that land inay not be sufficient to sustain him in this area. If the decision 
is not for dismissal this can be used as an instrument to coerce him to vacate 
the land. This object prompted the management to come to this disciplin-. 
ary action . In support of this plea he points out the case of one Koyakutty, 
who was 

a supervisor. Hewas also given land like this . Saying that he 
has violated the terms of licence he was dismissed without giving him 
gratuity . Steps taken by him were not complete. In themeanwhile he 
died. The action taken by the management to recover the land is even now 
pending before the High Court. This being his earlier statement in the 
enquiry and also in this court due importance has to be given to it . And 
when he was shown this statement he stated as follows:

It has to be borne in mind that this was filed by him at the enquiry and 
that is marked as Ext. M8 in this case . He was shown the letter addressed 
to him by the management dated 1-7-1972. When he was asked about this 
he stated as follows:

This was later on proved . In his statement he referred to this and said 
that he is producing this as a piece of evidence. But when he came to 
court he said that he does not know even that letter . In the statement he 
gives details about the way in which he got the land . It reads:

About this aspect also he was cross-examined . 

What he says is the 
following:

No attempt is made by the worker to analyse the reasons for giving 
these different versions at different times about the same aspect. He has 
taken pains in his statement to drive home the point ,that the management 
is having strong reasons for doing this. Hence this attempt to find out the 
extent to which he has supported this version when he tendered evidence . His 
case is that the management dismissed him to get back the land. It has come 
out in evidence in this case that his wife is employed in the same estate as 
a tea plucker and she resides in the same quarters. So his dismissal will not 
in any way uproot her from her house and being her husband the worker 
will also be entitled to reside in the same building. So it cannot be stated 
that the worker has succeeded in establishing that the managementhas 
motives in taking this action .. 

21. Under Sec . 11A of the Industrial Disputes Act this court is empow 
ered to see whether there is evidence to the satisfaction of this court at the 
enquiry to justify the conclusion arrived at by the enquiry officer. The 
charges levelled against the worker are the following : 

Sri M. K. Baby P. F. No. 1711 on 7-7-1972 at about 
10.45 a.m. had gone to the Erramaculla No. 1 divisional office and 
abused Sri K. B. Gulam Destagir, the writer of Erramaculla No. 1 
division , who is a superior and used bad language such as that 
Sri Ghulam Destagir tried to molest his (M.K. Baby s ) wife and 
that Mr. Ghulam Destagir removed 3 bags rice from M.K. Baby s 
line room . 

It is also reported that M.K. Baby further abused 
Sri Ghulam Destagir by saying that he knows that his father is a 
rich . man and how he became rich. M.K. Baby also shouted at 

Ghulam Destagir using bad language like eda , Poda etc." . 
The worker in his statement filed by him admits as follows:

But when he tendered evidence here he said the following :

Cal081213." 

In this court he adds a small portion to the effect that he got information 
through a boy that a notice has been pasted on the door of his house prohi 
biting him from entering his house . So he immediately went to the writer 
to make enquiries if such a thing had happened . He would have definitely 
mentioned about this in his earlier statement. No such reason is also stated 
for omitting this in his earlier version . So this is only an after thought. 
Here is a case where the worker admits that on the relevant day he went 
to the office and when he went there the writer Destagir and Raju were 
present. What happened there is also clearly stated by him in the state 
ment as well as in this court: It is argued by the union counsel that the 
Worker definitely knew well that if his wife was away in the field plucking 
leaves he would not have complained that the writer had attempted to 
molest his wife. • The abusive words used accordng to the writer is not to 

He would say that he had used words which are not usually 
bandied in a talk between a writer and a worker . This portion finds a place 
in the first complaint marked as Ext.M12 in this court. This was given 
immediately after the incident on 7th itself. It is true that this was not in 
the file of this court till it was produced by the management at a later stage. 
But the worker does not say that this has been concocted at this stage to 
implicate him . Was there any provocation for the worker fro o the conduct 
of the writer or from the utterance of writer. . Even according to worker the 
writer only said that you can ask the General Manager about it. Even if it 
is not in a very polite or courteousmanner the words admitted to have been 
uttered by the worker cannot be justified . The writer was definitely acting 
according to the lawful instructions given by the superiors and pasting of 
a notice on refusal is an admitted procedure. So it cannot be stated that 
there was any provocation for the worker to say what he has stated to the 
writer. He did not wait for getting any clarifications from anybody. What 
he said is the following:

Even this answer is something unnecessary and uncalled for. The 
motive portion of the management in foisting a case is analysed in detail and 
it is already found that the worker who relied this portion very much at the 
earlier stage gave it up on his own accord and went to the extent of denying 
certain statements made in his earlier statement. Certain contradictions in his 
evidence is also material which cuts at the root of his case. His union also 
for some reason did not file a statement in regard to his case and at a later 
stage he filed a statement of his own and was impleaded . It is true that at 
the last stage the union took steps and adduced their own evidence. But the

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way in which it was handled for the first few months show that there was 
something wrong between the worker and the union . All these circumstances 
are mentioned here only to show that the worker would have exceeded the 
limits when he went to the office on 7-7-1972. This is clear from a perusal of 
the enquiry proceedings made available in this case. 

So I find that the 
conclusion that the worker is guilty is justified . 

22. Then the next question to be considered is whether the punishment 
imposed is proper and in proportion to the offence. 

The only finding 
recorded above is that on 7-7-1972 he went to the office and reacted a bit 
violently to the writer . He was asked by the Estate authorities to uproot 
certain plants like arecanut; coffee, etc., planted by him . It will be a 
painful thing for an agriculturist to uproot a plant. He felt the compulsion 
very strong and the threat was also imminent. He had only to choose 
between job and the plot. It can also be stated that the worker was frank 
enough to state from the very beginning what all transpired . I have 
perused the findings and the documents produced by the management. 
They have not raised any allegation that the worker had on former occasions 
behaved in such a manner towards the management personnel. He claims 
that he has been serving the management for 28 years. But the management 
says that he was working only for 15 years. It is a fairly long period of 
service and if the worker had behaved in à disorderly or riotousmanner the 
management would have referred to that in the evidence . An isolated 
incidentmay not justify a deterrent punishment like this. The only reason 
given by the enquiry officer is that it will not be possibleto maintain discipline 
if such workers are retained . When a man feels that he is likely to loose every 
thing that he has some are likely to blurt out in a weak moment. That 
isolated incident should not be taken as sufficient reason to uproot him and 
throw him out . More over if his wife is employed naturally he can also 
reside in the house . The presence of unemployed personnel like him may 
not be conducive to industrial peace in the estate . 

23. Taking all these facts into consideration it is ordered that the 
management shall reinstate him . But it is made clear that he will not be 
entitled to wages for the period for which he was not employed . In a way 
this is a punishment awarded to him for the misconduct committed by him . 
But he will be entitled to continuity of service but for the period of this 
break he will not get any benefits including retirement benefits. But his 
service prior to the denial of employment also should be counted . 

I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

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AWARD 
Non -employment of the workers of the packing case, section 
is the issue referred by the Government of Kerala as per Order No. 
G.O. Rt. 1059/73/LBR . dated 29-8.1973 , being an industrial dispute 
existing between the above parties for adjudic tion . This union represents 
the workmen employed in various sawmills, furniture works, etc. in and 
a ound Perumbavoor. The 1st employer in this case is engaged in timber 
business which includes, sawing , furniture and packing case manufacturing 
section . He also ow is an en ineering workshop . The employer denied 
employ ent to all the workers in the packing case section with effect from 
75.973, without any reason whatsoever . The matter was brought to the 
notice of the employer ; but there wus no effect and conciliation proceedings 
were initiated . That also did iot end in a settlement. Hence this 
reference. 

2. This employer owns one of the biggest industrial establishments 
mai fac uring packing cases in this area started somewhere in 1954). They 
were having work from good customers and these workers in the packing 
i ase si ction were getting E.S.I. and P.F .: benefits . Thre were 13 
permanent workmen and some temporary workmen . The employer used to 
select one amoigihe workers to act as a maistry . One A.V. Paily was the 
maistry from 1967 onwards. He is not a contractor. The vames of the 
worker are al o given in the statement. The employer did not pay bonus 
for the year 1972-73. So they want proper orders. 

3 . l he employer in the reply statement admits that his industry, consists 
of saw mills , fuiniture and packing case and foundry and engineering 

ection . The acking case sec ion is at ached to the saw mills. From The 
ve y beginning the work in that section was given on a contract basis and 
f om 1967 unw.rds Sri A. V. Paily ti ok up this work as per a written 
Colt.aci . Prior 10 that it wa One T V. Sreedharan . The workers are 
appointed y Pa ly . He pays them the benefits and he has no opportunity 
even io know the names of ihese workers. The contractor is paid on the 
basis of the number of packing cases manufactured on 15th and 30th of every 
month . E. S. I. and P. F. contributions are paid by the employer at the 
request of the contractor. All the workers in the packing casc section are 
controlled and supervised by the contractor. In May, 1973 this contractor 
in collu ion with the workers put forth a demand to consider these workers 
as his workers. They started an agita ion and hence he was left with no 
option but to terminate the contract. There is no responsibility for the 
einployer in the non-employment of these workers. This employer has not 
pai 1 any wages to these workers and this Paily was never employed as a 
maistry . The employer is not licble to pay any bonus also . 

4. The second management also filed a reply, statement. He says that 
he was employed as a maistry from 1967 onwards. Prior to this he was a 
-worker under this employer. About the mode of employment of workers 
vinder him his statement is in consonance with the union statement. 
Regarding certain documents he would say that they were prepared at the 
instance of the employer . 
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5. The first witness for the union is a worker in the packing case section . 
He joined the packing case department in 1956. There were 13 temporary 
employees. He gives their names also. The evidence in chief is in 
accordance with the statement filed by the union . In cross he says that the 
employer pays at a fixed rate for each case manufactured. The amount is 
paid every 15 days: This Paily is also a worker among them . The wages 
are paid by Paily . He does not know whether Sri Paily has executed any 
document in favour of the employer. Paily camein 1967. Prior to that it 
was Sri Sreedharan . The packing case section was not stopped by the 
management. When the employer denied them employment they 
conducted a satyagraha and later on the employer stopped all the sections. 
He does not know whether Paily was a usual employee. It is not true to 
say that Paily appointed them . There are documents to show tha they 
were all employed in 1956. This witness was cross-examined on behalf of 
Paily also . Toe witness says the mode of employment. 

6. WW2 is another worker in the same section . The chief is almost in 
w onsonance with what has been stated by the other witness . In cross he 
says that all the 12 persons were getting E.S.I. ard P.F. benefits . He 
docs not know whether Mr. Paily was getting it. 

7. WW3 is the secretary of the union . All the 13 workers under the 
employer were members of the union . There was a dispute regarding bonus 
for the yer 1971. That was settled . Bonus dispute for the years 1972-73 
wasnot settled . The management also denied employment to these workers 
from 7-5-1973. The P.F. receipts are Ext. W7 series. In cross he admits 
that he is an employee there. He does not know what was paid as bonus in 
1970. In 1971 they were paid 8 } % . The workers in packing case 
section alone are members of his union . Paily was also paying P.F. 
contributions . Paily reported that he was not included in the P.F. Scheme 
and this complaint was brought to the notice of the management. He does 
not know whether Paily is insured under the E.S.I.Act. Ext. M2 series 
show payment of advance to workers. The union demanded to treat 
them as workers under this employer. 

8. MWI is the employer. This industry had 3 sections. All the 
Sections were closed in August 1974. The packing case section was 
attached to the Saw Mill Section . From the very beginning the work in 
the packing case section was entrusted to contractors. The agreement given 
by a contractor in 1962 is Ext-MI. Since he did not turn out work as per 
expectations that agree ent was terminated. He does not know what 
happened to those who worked 

under him . They were all persons 
appointed by that contractor. Afterwards Paily was appointed . The agree 
ment executed by him is Ext. M2. He is a party to this dispute. The 
agreement stipulates that Paily is to.ppoint persons, keep attendance book , 
supervise them and pay them wages. The emp oyer is not concerned with 
the time of their arrival and he also does not interfere in the discipline of 
those workers. He does not know who all worked under the contractor. 
All these are made clear in the agieements referred to above . The number 
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of employees to be employed is also mentioned in this agreement. At some 
stage there were 12 persons. This used to fluctuate. They were free to 
work under other persons also . Some documents are proved. These 
documents would show that they were paying E.S.I. and P.F. contri 
butions. In these records these workers are shown as contractor labourers. 
He sold away the saw mills and when he found that other sections were 
losing he sold them also. He paid compensation to all the workers. When 
he knew that the factory was likely to be closed Paily wanted to put the 
responsibility of paying compensation on some others. This employer has 
no responsibility whatsoever to give employment to those persons. 

9. In cross he says that he started this industry in 1959. Even prior to 
that he was having packing cases manufacturing business. Prior to the 
formation of the S.N.V. Industries he was running another industry 
called S.N.V. - Timber Depot and Vijaya Sawmills . But the prior 
contractor, viz . Sreedharan was not a contractor under him in that 
industry. He has not signed Ext. Mi. Even prior to the signing of the 
agreement Sridharan was working as a contractor. Ext. M2 also is not by 
anybody on behali of the employer. It is not true to say that this is 
unilateral agreement. Both parties negotiated and arrived at this settle 
ment. The contractor Paily asked the employer to treat the workers under 
him as employer s workers. Thereafter the workers did not do any work. 
He got a notice printed and that is Ext. W5. The names in Ext. M6 were 
all given by Paily . Packing sections has got different kinds of saws, 
plaining machines, etc., using electrical power. He wasmaintaining them . 
The work was also turned out from his premises. The materials are also 
supplied by him . Wazes are paid only if the packing cases are accepted by 
the customers. He had given copy of the agreement to the contractor also . 
The contractor is free to ask for damages if the employer violated the terms 
of the agreement. He was incurring loss during the past 2 or 3 years 
because of the go -slow policy adopted by the workers. The factory licence 
is in his name. In cross by second management also he gives some 
replies. 

10. The contention of the management is that those who worked in the 
packing case department were not employees under this employer. There 
was no employer-employee relationship between this employer and employees 
and so he his no obligation whatsoever to give them any benefits. He 
entrusted the work of manufacturing packing cases to contractors who 
appointed , controlled and paid wage to employees under him to 
manufacture packing cases. This was being done as per i dependent 
agreemenus eniered into between such persons and the employer. Exts. Mi 
and M2are such ag eements. Ext.M1relates to the period after 1962 and 
Ext. M2 is for period after 1967. It is executed by one Paily who is also 
a party this proceedings. By this agreement 

hc undertook to 
manufacture packing cases from the company premises using the raw 
materials given by the employer and using the machinery of che employer. 
Wages are to be paid on an agreed basis but the sole responsibility of 
,appointing workers is entrusted with this contractor. The principles which 
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govern the relationship of employer-employee and the tests to be applied to 
find out whether there exists such a relationship are all well known. , By 
Ext. M2 agreement Sri Paily who is also a party to this case undertakes to 
manufacture packing cases according to the specifications of the employer. 
It is not stipulated in the agreement that a specified amount should be 
paid . The agreement is to pay wages to the contractor and this is liable to 
be changed from time to time. The facts available would show that the 
manufacturing of the packing caseswas the integral part of the industry 
carried on by the employer and he was exercising control over the work 
done by the contractor by agreeing to pay wages to packing cases 
manufactured according to his specifications or the specifications of his 
customers. He gives the raw materials. He gives wages also which is 
distributed by the contractor . He deducted P.F. contributions in respect 
of 12 employees who are alleged to be the contractor s employees working in 
the packing case section . Ext. M5 series (8 in number) are the returns 
prepared for the purpose of E.P.F. Scheme. When the case came up for 
trial, the so -called contractor also left him and joined with the workers. 
His pleadings would show that even before he executed this so -called 
agreement he was a worker under this management, and when the 
previous contractor left he was inducted to his position . The very same 
employer paid advance to the workers in the packing case section and by 
réceipts marked as Exts. W2 and W3 series he realised the balance 
outstanding and issued receipts. That will mean that he was having 
connections with these workers. His own returns would show the 
names ofworkers. He knew their names. These facts discussed above 
would clearly show that there existed employer -employee relationship 
between these employees and the management. This Sri Paily was only a 
maistry who was constrained to execute an agreement at the instance of 
the employer probably on the prospects of making some money . He was 
supervising the workers. In view of these facts I find that all the 12 workers 
mentioned as . contractor s employees and Sri Paily were employees under 
this emplover. The issue referred is non-employment. But it has come 
out in evidence that after this reference this industry was closed down. In 
view of this the workers are entitled to get compensation and gratuity. 
This is payable at the rate at which it was paid to other workers . They are 
also entitled to get gratuity as per the Gratuity Act. 

I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette.

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AWARD 
This is an industrial dispute referred to this Tribunal for adjudication 
lry Goverrunent of Kerala as per Order No. G. O.Rt. 49 /74 / LBR dated 
17-1-1974 The issues referred are the following: - 
Dismissal of the following workers:-- 

1. Shri K. N. Gopalan and 

2. Shri K , G. Purushothaman . 
2. Two statements are filed on behalf of these two workipen. The 
management herein is engaged in manufacturing gold ornaments. One of 
these workers Sri Purushothaman was in their service from 10-10-1971 . 
On an average he was getting Rs. 18 per day as wages. A charge sheet was 
given on 24-2-1973 alleging that there wasshortage in the gold entrusted to 
him for,work . The working arrangements is such that no worker can take 
away any gold from the premises. Despite this the notice was given only to 
victimise him . Hedenied the allegations raised against him . But without 
considering the merits of the contentions raised the management conducted 
an enquiry. This worker would say that this was not in accordance with 
the principles of natural justice. This cannot be justified though it is 
alleged that the order is based on the findings. The management terminated 
his services with effect from 16-3-1973 . This is an arbitrary termination 
and the worker is entitled to be reinstated with back wages. 

3. A statement was filed on behalf of the worker Sri K. N. Gopalan 
but the matter was not persued further . In the notes of arguments sent by 
the union it is stated that he is not pressing thematter. Hence no decision 
on the merits of his case is hereby given . 

4. In the reply statement filed by the management it is stated that 
the worker was given a show cause notice. He gave art explanation . 
Subsequently an enquiry was conducted and the findings show that he is 
guilty. This step was not taken as a measure of victimisation . The allega 
tion of the worker that it was not possible for anybody to cheat the 
management because of the working arrangements is incorrect. 

On 
15-3-1973 the management on the baſis of a settlement with the Gold 
Workers Union introduced a new system by which the workers were to 
entrust the gold before leaving the premises. The worker on 16-3-1973 
refused to weigh the gold entrusted with him before he left the premises. 
He simply left the premises keeping the tin containing gold on the table . 
The gold in the tin was weighed in the presence of witnesses and the short 
age was noticed . Thematter was reported to the police on the very next 
day. A statement admitting the whole offence was given by the worker to 
the police. At the enquiry also he conceded that he is guilty of the 
charges and now this attempt is made only to escape from the charges. The 
enquiry was conducted in an impartial way . Every opportunity was given 
to the worker to cross-examine the management witnesses . The worker 
signed on every page ofthe deposition . In every respect the enquiry was 
Conducted in accordance with the principles of natural justice. The findings 
are based on facts and the decision to terminate his service is jutsilied because 
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of the gravity of offence .. If such à punishincnt is not given there will be 
no discipline in the establishment. Hence the worker is not entitled to any 
relief whatsoever. 

5. The concerned worker is WW 1. The management gets gold orname 
nts manufacture i according to the requireinents of certain jewellers. Then he 
speaks about the merits of his case . He had readily handed over every gram 
of the gold entrusted to him . When he went for work on 17-3-1973 the 
management said that he cannot be employed . In the evening police came 
to his house and he was taken to the prlice station and he was questiod. 
He went again on 18th and 19th . Hewas told that the police is convinced 
that he is innocent in the matter. He was given a show cause notice only 
after this. On 20th this establishmentwas closed and was reopened after 
some time. The practice is to weigh gold and whether the work is 
completed or not it has to be handed over in the ever ing. Only finished 
Ornaments are weighed . The tools etc., are given by the management, 
Regarding the enquiry he would say that it was not an impartial enquiry . 
All the questions were put by the Enquiry Officer. The Enquiry Officer 
did not allow him to put questions which he wanted . All the proceedings 
were not recorded properly. There was an agitation and the management 
terminated the service of a member of the Gold Workers Union No: ices 
were printed and distributed . The union protested against the employer 
and the employer did not like his taking an active interest in these affairs. 

The dianagement wanted to defeat this agitation and wanted his act ve 
support for it. But he refused to do anything like that. The reason for his 
termination is active participation in the union activities. He proves the 
enquiry notice etc. 

6. In cross he says that the proprietor gets gold and that is distributed 
among the workers and the finished ornaments are taken back. 
Wages also . 

He has got account books to show that he was receiving Rs. 18 
as wages. He was a piece rated employee. It was the practice not to offer 
gold every day . It is not correct to say that he left the premises on 
16-3-1973 without weighing and offering the gold entrusted to him The 
police came there and they weighed the gold in his presence . No gold was 
recovered from his table by the police. He has not given any statement to 
the police. He admits that he has signed some paper in the presence of 
the police . He does not know the contents of the statement. No complaint 
about this was given to the higher authorities. The proprietor was examined 
at the enquiry and the worker was permitted to cross examine him . 
Whether the Enquiry Oficer has correctly taken down the deposition is not 
known to him . He was not an office bearer of the union . 

7. MWI is the Enquiry Officer and the charge is Ext. MI.. The 
worker participated in the enquiry . The management witnesses were 
examined and they were cross -examined by the worker. All the proceeding 
are correctly recorded . Ext. M2 is the enquiry proceedings. His findings 
are Ext.M3. Ext. M4 series are documents on the basis of wh ch he has 
given his findings. He has recorded all the questions and answers at the 
enquiry . He is a lawyer of 12 years standing. In cross he says that there 
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was no dispute about their status as workers under this management. The 
workers admitted that they hy given statement before the police. But 
he has not seen that starement. It is not correct to say that he has written 
only thing which are ļielpful to the management. In the book , produced 
by the managernent the worker has not sigue . H : al30 admits that either 
the worker or the management can falsifó the documents . In re- he says 
that no dispute was raised about the accounts produced by the management 
in the enquiry. 
8. The charge against the worker is the following: - 

The proprietor gave 62.2 g am of gold on 9-3-1973 for making 
Ornaments. The conditions is to hnd over the gold.weighed in the evening 
to the management and take back the sa ne in the next morning. On 
15-3-1973 the . wirker hande 1 nver 62.2 grams of old . Since he had 
not completed the work he was given the gold on the next morning. 
also . But on 16-3-1973 eveing he refused to give the gold weighed 
and he simply placed on the table and went. The samewas weighed in the 
presence ofwitnesses an I found that 44 grams of gold . The charge is that 
he has misappropriated the gold . 

The charge sheet is , dited 24-3-1973. The reply is Ext. W2. This 
is dated 28-3-1973. He denies having misappropriated gold . He also 
mentions that since he had taken active part in the trade union activities 
connected with the dismissal of Ramakrishnan the management was not 
getting on well with him and he has been dismissed as a retaliatory 
measure . 

9 . In view of section 11 A this court is entitled to examine whether 
the management has succee ed in adducing sufficient evidence to the satis 
faction of the Tribunal at the enquiry to conclude that the worker is guilty. 
The worker says that he has participated in the enquiry. The enquiry 
proceedings show that hewas present at the enquiry and signed the enquiry 
proceedings. The findings are Ext. M3. The Enquiry Officer " proves the 
enquiry proceedings and findings. There is no attempt by the management 
in this court to establish ihat the worker is guilty of the charges by adducing 
evidence other than the evidence adduced at the enquiry . 

10. The management was handing over gold to the workers for 
making ornaments and the system was to hand ov. r the gold after weighment 
aud take it back after the ornaments are finished and the gold is weighed 
only when the finished ornaments are returned . In connection with the 
denial of employment of the worker there was an agitation of the gold 
workers and a settlement was arrived at by which the management and the 
workers agreed to introduce a new system from 15-3-1973. According to 
this system the workers were to receive gold in the morning and whether 
they finish the work or not they have to hand over gold in the evening. 
They have to weigh the gold and hand it over to the management. This 
worker was entrusted with the gold on 9-3-1973 . The case is that he was 
given 62.2 grams of gold . On 15th evening it was handed over back and 
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there was no difference in it. On 16-3-1973 the saine was handed over to 
him after weighing. The case of the management is that in the evening 
on 16-3-1973 the worker simply placed the tin containing gold on the table 
of the proprietor of the concern and left premises without weighing and 
handing over the gold . Later on the gold was weighed and it was found that 
it weighed only 44 grams. There was shortage . This matter was reported 
to the police and the police came and recovered some gold from the table 
used by the worker. "The p oprietor of this concern was examined before 
the Enquiry Officer. Two other workers have also tendered evidence before 
him . From the enquiry proceedings produced here it is found that the 
proprietor Sri V A. Sreenivasan stated in the enquiry that the delinquent 
employee left the premises without weighing the gold . He simply placed it 
on the table. Thereafter he weighed it in the presenc. of witnesses and 
found that the tin contained only 44 grams of gold . Hewas cross-exa 
inined and in the cross-examina : ion he sav. that he weighed it in the presence 

Kuttan, Vijayan and Subramanian . He also says that he was present at 
the time of weighing it when the worker left the premises on 16-3-1973. H 
also says that he was present in the shop when the worker left the shop in 
the evening 

11. Kuttan is a witness examined at the enquiry. He says that lie 
weighed the gold and at that time Vijayan , Ramakrishna and Mohanan were 
present there. He was also elaborately cross -examined . In cross-examination 
Kuttan would say that Ramakrishnan alone was present when the gold was 
weighed . Vijayan is a witness examined at the enquiry and his evidence is 
that it was weighed on 16th evening and it was weighed by Kuttan and 
in cross- examination he says that only Kuttan and himself were prezent 
when the gold was weighed . He would definitely say that Sri Sreenivasan 
the proprietor was not there at that time. The evidence adduced at the 
enquiry would show that gold was not weighed in the presence of the worker 
at any time. 

12. The findings of the enquiry officer are based on the evidence of 
the proprietor, the workers and also on certain documents . He refers to 
Ext. Mi a book marked at the enquiry. That is produced here and marked 
as Ext, M4 (1). There is nothing in this book to show that the worker had 
at any time acknowledged receipt of gold in this book . No. entries are 
there to show that on 16-3-1973 the management got only 44 gramms of gold . 
The oral evidence relied on by the Enquiry Officer is already referred to in 
this case 

On a perusal of the deposition ofwitnesses concerned it is seen 
that the material aspect of weighing gold after the worker left, there is 
material contradiction . The Enquiry Officer als relies on the state nent 
alleged to have been recorded by the police fron the concerned workman . 
What value can be attached to a statement recorded by the police is 
common knowledge. That statement is not available here. 

If the manage 
ment so much depended on this they could have moved this court to get 
that document from the police . Since that is not produced and in the 
absence of that before the enquiry officer a conclusion based on thit cannot 
be upheld . If there had been co jent evidence the police would have taken 
cognizance of this offence and the evidence on record is that they have not 


sent à charge-sheet against the worker. On the basis of these facts I find 
that the evidence before the Enquiry Officer is not to mysatisfaction to arrive 
at a conclusion that the worker is guilty of the charges. 

· 13. As already stated themanagement has not adduced any evidence 
before this court except the proceedings referred to above. In view of this 
the worker is entitled to be reinstated . But being a firm eng zed in the 
manufacture of gold ornaments it requires the confidence ofthe management 
and once an allegation is raised the feeling will not be cordial. So no 
reinstatement is ordered ; but the worker is entitled for wages for the 
from 16-3-1973 till the date of this award and also for retrenchment 

period 
compensation at the rate of onemonth s wages for each completed year of 
service - service ending on the date of this award . There is no evidence 
regarding the amount of wages received by the worker. So the only thing 
that can be stated is that this is to be paid at the rate atwhich he was being . 
paid during the months of Januar ; and February, 1973 . 

I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into force 
on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Goveinment Gazette .

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(D ) Students appearing for the S , S.L. O. Examination of Kerala, 
Government after completion of secondary course in Secondary /High Schools 
of Mahe area and Laccadives Islands (Union Territory) are exempted from 
payment of fees for the first appearance with usual benefit of two years con 
cession for Scheduled Caste and scheduled Tribe candidates (G.O.Rt.1367 /71/ 
S. Edn . dated 17-6-1971) . 

(c) Students except Scheduled Caste and Scheduled Tribe and Other 
Eligible Communities including Kudumbics and converts from among them 
appearing for the S. S. L. C. Examination after completion of their counc 
in unaided recognised schools , should pay examination fees . 

14 (a ) Examination fee received from the private candidates in one 
centre should be remitted in one chalan into the nearest Treasury in the 
State , in the name of the Headmaster under the Head of Account 
" 077 B (a ) (i) Examination fees" on the next working day following the last 
date fixed for receipt of the amount from the candidates. Special care 
should be taken to see that the remittance should be made in the correct 
head of account. 

(b ) Private candidates who are residing outside the State may remit

(iv) Preparation and submission of final statements showing details of candidates

A separate statement in the prescribed form should also be prepared and 
forwarded along with the A and B lists.

(01) Applications with S.S.L. C. Books, A and B lists and the statement 
showing the numbers of candidates under each subject should be sent 
to the Secretary by registered post so as to reach him on or before the 
prescribed date . 

(vi ) separate A and B lists with the necessary enclosures relating to 
school candidates also in respect of all High Schools , should reach this office 
on or before the prescribed date . 

It should be noted that the applications which do not conform to the 
provisions in the notification or found defeative otherwise shall be 
summarily rejected without previous notice . 
20. Centre of Examination 

( a ) Centres where the examination will be conducted are shown ita 
the list appended . The heads of schools in which the examination is 
conducted will ordinarily be the Chief Superintendent. But each Chief 
Superintendent will be appointed as such by a specific appointment order 
.,Issued by the Secretary to the Commissioner for Government Examinations. 

(b) Candidates presented from a school which is not a centre for the 
examination must appear at the centre assigned to the school. 

(c) Private candidates should select the centre nearest to thelr 
residence with a view to facilitating identification . In choosing a centre, 
each candidate should take particular care to see that he/sbe chooses a centre 
where there will be examination conducted under the scheme in which 
he/she is appearing. The centre once chosen will not be allowed to be 
changed subsequently as such changes are likely to create confusion :

(a ). A private candidate appearing for the examination under the 
Diversified Course should appear at the same school where he tudied last.

21. Adinission Tickets 

The Admission Tickets of candidates who appear from schools will be 
issued by the head of the school concerned . If, however , the school is not a 
centre for the examination , the head of the school concerned should obtain 
the Register Numbers allotted to each candidate from the Chief Superinten 
dent of the centre and issue Admission Tickets to the candidates of the 
School. Particular care should be taken to see that the correct Register 
Numbers are communicated to the candidates . The respective Chief 
Superintendent will issue the Admission Tickets of Private Candidates . 
Candidates must receive their Admission Tickets at least three days before 
the commencement of the examination, Admission tickets should be issued 
only to the candidates who have attained the required percentage of atten 
dance or in whose favour sanction condoning the deficiency has been accor 
ded . Separate adraission tickets will be issued in favour of Private overaged 
candidates . 
22. Ideutification of Privare Candidates 

Private candidates should , if required by the Chief Superintendent 
produce an identification certificate from the heads of the schools in which 
they studied last. Identification certificates from Gazetted Officers , of 
Government, M. L. As., or M. Ps.,.Municipal Corporation Councillors or 
Panchayat Presidents can also be accepted . However the identity of the 
candidate should be established to the entire satisfaction of the Chief Superin 
tendent and the ultimate responsibility rests with him / her. A candidate who 
selects a Centre far away from his/her native place should produce before the 
Chief Superintendent, a recent photograph of his /her duly attested by the 
head of the school where he/she had studied in Standard X or by a Gazetted 
Officer. But if the Chief Superintendent personally knows a particular 
candidate , such a photograph need not be insisted on , but the Chief Superin. 
tendent should make a note of it in the Register maintained for the purpose. 

23. - The Admission Tickets should be scrutinised by the candidates to see 
whether the details noted therein by the Chief Superintendent are correct 
and the defects, if any should be pointed out to the Chief Superintendent 
immediately and got rectified . Particular care should be taken by the Chief 
Superintendents while issuing Admission Tickets to candidates with identi 
cal names.. A register in which the signature of candidates are obtained 
as a token ofthe receipt of Admission Tickets, should be kept in each school . 

The Departinent wil not be responsible for any defect which is not 
pointed out by the candidate immediately on receipt of the Admission Ticket. 
Complaints, if any, raised during or after the Examination regarding discre . 
pancies in subjects of appearance will not be entertained . 


24. Any candidate who commits or attempts to commit malpractice in 
the Examination may not be expelled immediately and may be allowed 
to sit for any paper subsequently in the examination provided he/ she 
agrees in writing to abide by the decision taken by the higher authorities , 
after holding proper enquiries. Copying from another candidate 
or giving convenience to another candidate for copying or speaking to 
another candidate or possessing any written or printed matter in the 
Examination hall, will be treated as malpractice. If any candidate behaves 
in any unruly manner either in the examination hall or in the premises of 
the Institution where the examination is conducted , he will be expelled from 
the examination by the Chief Superintendents. Strong action will be taken on 
the basis of reports received from Chief Superintendents. Appropriate 
strong action will be taken on reports of intimidation , assault, use of abusive 
language, sprinkling of ink or indecent behaviour (inside or outside the 
school premises ) towards those engaged in Examination duty. In all such 
cases, results will be withheld .

ADMINISTRATION REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1973 
This report relates to the administration on the affairs of the Guruvayur 
Devaswom for the year 1973 prepared in pursuance of section 22 of the 
Guruvayur Devaswom Rules 1971. This is the second report after the 
administration , control and management of the Guruvayur Devaswom is 
vested in a committee constituted by Government under section 3 of the 
Guruvayur Devaswom Act 1971.

Administrator : -Sri K. S. Nair was the Administrator and Secretary of 
the Guruvayur Devaswom Managing Committee . for the period from 
14-3.1972 to 18-7-1973 and Shri P.V.Sankunny Variar succeeded Sankunny . 
Nair from 18-7-1973 and continued as such for the period under review . 

Meetings of the Managing Committee : The Managing Committee had 
11 meetings during the period under report. They held meetings on the 
following dates : 

17-1-1973, 21-2-1973, 24-3-1973, - 25-4-1973 , 30-5-1973, 26-7-1973 
10-8-1973, 20-9-1973 , 19-10-1973 , 9-11-1973 and 29-12-1973. 

Some of the important decisions taken by the Committee during the 
meetings are the following : 
(1) Sanction has been accorded to the Sreekrishna Educational 

Society, Guruvayur a grant to cover the taition fees payable by the 
Sanskrit students studying in that college who were exempted from 

the payment of tuition fees. 
( 2 ) The purchase of Kovilakam paramba at a cost of nearly 

Rs. 3,00,000 was effected from the Zamorin s family . 
( 3) It was decided to dissolve the Sreekrishna Educational Society and 

to have the college vested in the Guruvayur Devaswom itself. 
(4 ) Arrangements have been made to get Bhagavathy temple renovated 

with granite stones and to have a .vilakkumadam all around the 

granite wall at a cost ofmore than Rs. 1 Lakh . 
(5 ) A safe room locker has been provided to the temple for keeping 

all its jewels and valuables under safe custody. 
(6 ) A scheme costing Rs. 1,60,00,000 has been chalked out pro 

gramming the future improvements to be made to the temple and 
the works proposed are arranged to be taken up in a phased 

manner . 
(7 ) Arrangements hive also been made to effect renovation works to 

Thalakkottukara temple and Anhoor Ayyappankavu temple . 
(8) The Committee during the period under report also resolved to 

get the Sreekovil of the temple gilded with gold and also to make 
25 gold kalasa kudams for the temple use utilising the gold availa 

ble with the Devaswom . 
(9) Arrangements have been made to publish a Devaswom mannual 

and the work initiated . 
(10 ) The service conditions of Kizhsanthikkars working in the temple 

have been bettered . 
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( 11) Arrangements have also been made to purchase Punnathur 

Kovilakam paramba where the elephants which are more than 20 
in number could be accommodated at, a tolal consideration not 

exceeding Rs. 1,60,000. 
Committees.-- Different committees including the appointment Board 
constituted during the years 1971 and 1972 were continued this year also . 
The service of the appointment board were utilised for the sclection and 
appointment of two Melsanthies, 12 Watchmen , 8 Koimas and one Security 
Officer .

Festivals : 
Mandalam (November December ) 

Vaisakam (April 
May ) are the most important seasons in the Guruvayur temple . There 
was heavy rush of pilgrims during these periods . There was also 
substantial increase in the collections of the temple by way of offerings and 
donations in Hundials. The annual festivals of the subsidiary temples such 
as Asthamirohini in Manganchira temple, Makara Vela in Anjur temple , 
Sivarathri in Vermanur and Thalakkottukara temples were conducted as 
usual in a fitting manner. 

The annual ulsavam festival was also conducted in a most befitting 
manner . As against the previous years, there was grand electric 
illumination of the temple this year. There was also entertainments during 
ulsavam days. The rush of pilgrims during the festival days are very high . 
As a whole the function was a grant success . 

During the year Narayaneeyam day was celebrated in a grand manner 
with Sangeotha Kacherry and symposium of Narayaneeyam . The music 
performance was conducted by Smt. M. S. Subbalakshmiand party. The 
Kavi sammelanam arranged during the occasion was a grand success . 

Establishment : 

Sri K. S. Nair , I.A.S. who was the Administrator at the beginning of 
the year was relieved on 17-6-1973 on his appointment as District Collector, 
Tichur. He was succeeded by Sri P. V. Sankunni Variar and has been 
continuing as Administrator from 18-6-1973 onwards. 

Audit : 

Just as in the previous years the audit of the Devaswom is being con 
ducted by Examiner of Local funds accounts.

Educational Institutions : 

Sreekrishna High Shool. — The school is directly run by the Devaswom . 
The S.S.L.C. result of the school is not at all encouraging . Efforts are 
being made to better the results., 

Sreekrishna College Guruvayur.— The Managing Committee decided to 
run the college directly by the Devaswom . Accordingly steps are being 
taken to dissolve the educational society and to take over the administration . 
During the year 1973 no amount was paid as loan and the total loan stands 
as Rs. 32,97,198.17 at the end of the year under report. 

Improvements Effected : 

Additional wing to Dispensary.-- The construction of the 4 bedded ward 
for the Divaswom . dispensary. 

completed at a total cost of 
Rs. 59,028.61. 

Residence to Administrator : The construction of the residence to the 
Administrator was also completed at a total cost of Rs. 41,739 27 excluding 
electrification and water supply . 

The construction of the line quarters in poosakam paramba was also 
completed Curing the year and the samewas let out to the residents of the 
old building on a monthly rent of Rs. 20 per mensem . 

The reconstruction of the Bhagavathi temple was completed just 
before the pooja festival.

Library : 

There is a reading room attached to the Library. This is frequented 
by all the public in and around Guruvayur and is highly popular . There 
are 3 classes of members utilising the benefit of the library. The total 
number of books available in the library is 11,900 . The meilbers on the 
tole are 243. A total number of 17,340 books have been distributed . 
This has grown up to a reference library with an approximate attendance 
of 34,000 persons in a year . 

Livestock : 

In 1973 there has been no addition the number of elephants by way 
of offerings. 

Krishnattam : 

There were 211 Krishnattam performances during the year. Now the 
charge for a day s performance is Rs. 250 and income realised is 
Rs. 27,045 . 

Publicity : 
A publication and publicity wing is working under the Devaswom . 
Smarakaram to Melpathur : 

The Managing Committee has decided to construct a Smarakaram to 
Melpathur Narayana. Bhattapadarat his birth place at Kurumbata 
Village. 

Conclusion : 

The Managing Committee has an ambitious programme to utilise 
nearly 1.6 crores of rupees for effecting developments in ad around 
Guruvayur temple for providing better facilities to the pilgrims. They 
have also plans to provide su table accommodation to its employees on rent 
consisteatwith their income. The Committee was also very keen to acquire 
land on all the sides so as to widen the roads all around the temple 
including the eastern and western nadas so that the temple will inspire more 
devots and admiration in the minds of the pilgrims because of its 
grandeour and impressive surroundings. It is felt that with the blessings of 
Lord Guruvayurayppan all will be accomplished within a short period .
